A PARALLEL TO THE ANARCHISTS’ CASE. 
The persistent assertion that the Supreme 
Court in the Anarchists’ case acted without 
a precedent” is true only in the sense that 
the same state of facts was never presented 
before. No court was ever before called on 
to consider a case involving the murder of 
policemen by the explosion of a dynamite 
bomb pursuant to a conspiracy to-bring about 
social chaos. An exact precedent cannot 
be found, because previous to the Anarchist 
conspiracy a crime precisely like that perpe- 
trated at the haymarket was not on record. 
Cases identical in point of law and principle 
are not infreauent, however, and one of this 
class has been decided im the neighboring 
State of Iowa within six months. The Iowa 
decision is instructive because it was based 
Ou à conspiracy law precisely the same as 
that of Illinois, and the opinion of the court 
was rendered in che absence of any public 
excitement or, clamor. Moreover, the judg- 
ment of the court was universally accepted 
by the press and the peopie of Iowa as a just 
and salutary application of the law. 

The Iowa law provides, like that of Illinois, 
that accessories before the fact shall be 
equal in guilt with the perpetrators of a 
crime, and that each member of a conspiracy 
is answerabie for acts done by his fellows in 
furiherance of the common purpose. Under 
this statute one Hugh McCahill was charged 
with the murder of Nels Munson. It ap- 
peared in fact that Munson was killed in the 
course of a disturbance at the Angus coal 
mines by a pistol-shot fired by some person 
unknown. There had been a strike ordered 
by walking delegates, and the coal company 
was endeavoring to introduce workmen not 
belonging to the unions’ to work the mines. 
The strikers formed a combination to get rid 
of the new men by persuasion or intimida- 
tion, but there was no proof of any agree- 
ment to use violence. The coal operators 
provided board and lodging for the new men, 
and sought to keep them from contact with 
the strikers, so that they could be neither 
“persuaded”? nor intimidated into leaving 
their work. The walking delegates and their 
followers persisted in the attempt to get at 
the scabs,“ as they were called, and finally 
made a raid on the building where the latter 
were lodged, and in the mélée Munson was 
shot. The only evidence against McCahill 
was that connecting him with the general 
conspiracy to stop the employment of new 
men. Said the lowa Supreme Court: 


The evidence tends to show that the defendant 
was one of the mob who took an active. part in 
entering the house, but the evidence fails to 
show that he was the one who fired the fatal shot. 
Where there is aconspiaacy to accom- 
plish an unlawful purpose (as the forcible driv- 
ing out of the new men was) and the means are 
not specificaily agreed upon or understood each 
conspirator becomes responsible for the means 
used by any co-conspirator in the accomplish- 
ment of the purpose in which they are al at the 
time engaged. 


McCahill was properly found guilty and sen- 
tenced to a term of years in the penitentiary, 
although there was no evidence whatever 
that he fired the shot. The case is in princi- 
ple identical with that of the Anarchists, and 
shows the application of the same legal doc- 
trine. 


WAGES ARE FIXED DIVIDENDS PAID TO 
LABOR. 

The words wage and wages are de- 
rived from roots which imply pledge, se- 
curity, promise, and it is only by a gross 
perversion of language that these terms 
have been associated with modifiers of con- 
tradictory meaning and been bandied about 
by labor agitatorsin such combinations as 
“wage slavery” and “wage slaves.” The 
abuse referred to is not simply one of lan- 
guage but of truth. Wages imply the pay- 
ment of certain pledged, secured, guaranteed 
gains to the worker, whether the busi- 
ness in which he is engaged actually yields 
a profit or not. Labor and capital are brought 
together as partners in a common undertak- 
ing because of a belief that profits can be 
made, but if the expectation fails and the 
propriewr is forced into bankruptcy. the 
wage-workers hold liens and preferred 
claims against the property for their dues. 
In such case their compensation comes, 
not from profits, but is taken out 
of the capital invested. If the em- 
ployer is not actually bankrupt, but 
still fails to make any profit, wages must be 
paid from loans or from the accumulations 
made previously in good seasons. In any 
case under the wage system capital takes its 
chance of a possible profit, while labor de- 
mands a certainty. In what respect does 
such a system, entered into by free contract, 
make the worker a slave“ The money he 
gets is in the nature ot a fixed dividend from 
the business. 

It is estimated that in the long run out 
of ten employers one makes large gains, 
three fail absolutely, four secure profits 
barely sufficient to pay wages, keep 
the business going, and support themselves 
and families, and two make fair profits ex- 
cept in periods of panic or hard times. 
Hence, at best, a system of profit-sharing 
could only assure workmen in one case out 
of ten of much greater returns than they 
now receive. But what wouid be the result 
in cases where the business becomes bank- 
rupt or in the great number where matters 
are kept even only by balancing good sea- 
sons against bad? Manifestly i: all possible 
profits are to be shared labor must forego any 
guaranteed gain and take its chances with 
capital on equal terms. Profit-sharing”’ 
may do very well when there are gains to 
be divided. but how will it work when there 
is a loss to be sustained? In nearly all cases 
even of successful business there are long 
periods of loss or profits so small that they 
would not furnish a livelihood for the work- 
men engaged, and during such seasons labor 
would be required to do just as capital does 
now—economize closely, use past savings, 
and anticipate future gains by borrowing on 
notes and mortgages. These are conditions 
to which workmen do not and will not sub- 
mit. They refuse to take chances, risk, and 
anxiety. They demand certain guaranteed 
dividends for their work, cailed wages, and 
that the property of the employer shall be 
pledged to secure it in case no profits are 
made. 

A railroad employé who should save $50 or 
$100 and invest it in the stock of the corpora- 
tion employing him would stand both in the 
relation of a capital partner and a labor part- 
ner. His dividend wages would have to be 
paid first; but only in the event that the cor- 
poration would have a surplus above all ex- 
penses could be secure any dividends on his 
stock. If the corporation became bankrupt he 
would have a preferred claim against the prop- 
erty of the company for his dividend wages. 
The labor dividend would be sure, the 
capital dividend uncertain. So in any busi- 
ness. If workmen were willing to take all 
the chances of loss that employers do, and 
depend on profit-sharing for their livelihood, 
whether any profit is made or not, a mfillign 
of them could obtain employment on such 
terms in the United States in a year in the 
establishment of new business enterprises; 
but they will not venture to accept 
the inevitable uncertainties attending 
such efforts. If they took the vent- 
ure they might make large profits, or 
might work for nothing and board them- 


selves. Hence tneir refusal. They want 


For these reasons the Iowa court held that 
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labor against hazards guarantees re- 
muneration at the rate voluntarily agreed 
upon is in the jargon of the Socialistic agi- 
tator wage slavery,” and the acceptance of 
a fixed amount of compensation is called 
“slavery,” and the earners are dubbed

MORE BACONIAN CIPHERING. 

Donnelly will have to look to his laurels. 
Another cryptogram fellow bas made his ap- 
pearance with a Baconidn biliteral cipher 
which he has applied nof to the historical 
plays but directly to the epitaph on Shak- 
speare’stomb. Like Mr. Donnelly, he isa 
little misty about the nature of the cipher 
and the method of its application, but his 
result is much more to the point. Mr. Don- 
nelly only discovered a story about Bacon, 
Shakspeare, Cecil, and Queen Elizabeth, in 
which it is related that Bacon tried to poison 
himself, and Shakspeare had to skip the 
country because a warrant for robbery was 
out against him, and the Virgin Queenin a 
very unladylike fashion went round beating 
people with her crutches, and other reve- 
lations upon which history is pro- 
foundly silent. The new savant in 
occult anthmetic, however, has dug out 
of the epitaph these mysterious abbrevia- 
tions, “ Fra Ba Wrt ear ay,“ which he trans- 
lates “ Francis Bacon Wrote Shakspeare’s 
Plays,” and then makes the divine William 
confess on his burial slab that he was a fraud 
and an impostor—one of the very rare cases 
in fact when a tombstone telis the whole 
truth and nothing but the truth. This 
is taking the wind out of Donnelly’s sails 
with a vengeance. Shakspeare, as is well 
known, wroie his own epitaph, so if we are 
to believe this new cipher we put on record 
his own confession that Bacon wrote the 
plays. 

There seems to bea little confusion as to 
the identity ot the discoverer of this new 
cipher. The first claimant was Mr. Herbert 
Jauvren Browne of Washington, D. C., but 
when he announced that he was about to 
publish his results to the world up hops 
Mr. Edward Gordon Clark, and, by implica- 
tion at least, denounes H. J. B. as a 
literary thief and pickpocket, and claims 
for Mr. Hugh Black of Kincardine, Ont., the 
credit of discovering the confession, though, 
as Mr. Clark says: He might have struck a 
„% pick into a gold-mine and turned up only 
„done nugget.’ By this Mr. Clark means to 
say that he has taken the Black cipher and 
got a great deal more out of the epitaph than 
the inventor did, and that he will publish his 
revelations in the October number of the 
North American Review, to the editor of which 
Mr. Black sent his contribution. 

The cipher business is getting a little 
mixed, though it is going ahead very merrily. 
Between Donnelly, Herbert Jauvren Browne, 
Edward Gordon Clark, and Hugh Black, 
with Allen Thorndike Rice, the North Ameri- 
can editor, as a side conspirator, it is hard to 
decide which of these occult arithmeti- 
cians is the ‘genuine Jacob. Per- 
haps the safest way is to stick to 
Shakspeare, but if the epitaph, which Shaks- 
peare wrote himself, gives the key to the 
Baconian cipher, then Shakspeare himself 
must have been a cipherer also, and, more 
than this, must have been in possession of 
Bacon’s, which conflicts with Donnelly’s 
theory that he was a low down ignoramus. 
Meauwhile may not these iconoclasts be 
going a little woo far? Do they remember the 
appeal of the epitaph: 


Good frend for Iesus’ sake forbeare 
To digg the dust encloased here. 


And its warning: 


Blest be ye man yt spares thes stones, 
And curst be he yt moves my bones, 


. PURPOSE IN LITERATURE. 

The thronged world of letters is peopled 
largely by books that are aimless. The.pur- 
pose need not necessarily be within the range 
of the practical, broad as is the field for such 
literature. The highest order of writing has 
wings rather than feet. But to be worthy 
of respect the art of fine writing must rest 
on the science of thinking. However ex- 
quisit the workmanship the work will be fit 
only for the waste-basket unless the author 
has the skill to assay thought in the rough 
and separate the gold of ideas from the dross 
of mere expression. This is hardly less true 
of poetry than of prose. Verse may have the 
exquisit finish which only Meissonier’s brush 
can give canvas, butifit lack strength of 
thought it is doomed to an early and un- 
marked grave. That is the common fate of 
inanities. It is alla mistake to suppose that 
“athing of beauty isajoy forever.” The 
flower that blooms today and dies tomorrow 
isso very beautiful that beside it the dia- 
mond pales its ineffectual fire. The merely 
beautiful is the ephemeral. 

From a strictly esthetic point of view there 
is no more pleasing sight than a fleet of 
yachts at anchor in some quiet cove, dancing 
their aimless jigs in smooth water, but they 
are all and altogether empty of practical sug- 
gestion. In the whole realm of Nature can 
be found nothing so purposeless. One old 
fishing smack has more intellectual inspira- 
tion in it than an argosy of pleasure-boats. 
Graceful to the last degree, the yacht is also 
insipid to the last degree. Without pride 
of achievement or hope of endeavor, able to 
boast a few patrons, perhaps, of some little 
prominence in everyday affairs, but no 
Columbus, no Drake, no Nelson, not even a- 
Kidd nor an Ireson, their white sails, fair as a 
maiden’s dream, can spin no yarns of dan- 
gers past. They may flutter and flap of cups, 
of gigs, and of polished brass, but of no part 
played in the world’s drama. At most they 
can only twang the second fiddle in the or- 
chestra when the curtain is down. But the 
fisherman’s old yaw! excites the imagination. 
The very scales on its slovenly deck tell of 
heroic plowing through fog banks to some 
purpose, adding at no smail risk of life to the 
common stock of human food. 

There is a good ceal of yacht prose and a 
great deal of yacht poetry, America having 
furnished her full quota. Our monthlies are 
largely filled with it. Grace of rhetoric seems 
to bethe pearl most prized. And what is 
honored by the designation of American 
classics is for the most part a body of books 
far more akin to pleasure-boats than to any 
commercial convoy. Tennyson and Longfel- 
low may be said to be the Thistle“ ana the 
Volunteer of their respective national lit- 
eratures. Some one has said of yachtsmen, 
“They keep their little jails so infernally 
clean as to make one almost in love with 
dirt,“ but their neatness cannot exceed 
the absolute freedom of the Tennyson-Long- 
fellow school of poets from all impurities. 
It goes without saying that this 1s creditable, 
but a literature that aspires to be a power in 
the world must not draw too much atten- 
tion to the fact that it is fully clad as 
the laws of decency require. Shakspeare 
was sometimes too forgetful of the proprie- 
ties, but as long as the ocean of human 
thought ebbs and flows that greater than the 
Great Eastern, combining the highest beauty 
with the greatest utility, will continue to ply 
between all ports visited by civilization, en- 
riching the world by its exhaustiess car- 
goes. Every ship cannot be a galleon 
laden with ingots of gold and silver, but 
what is the use in putting out to sea 
at all unless she has on board a cargo of 
some sort? This sailing around for recrea- 
tion is all well enough for those who can af- 
ford it and like it, but the man of letters who 
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dividends. Yet the system which secures | thin besides a choice 


of commissary stores, and he must undertake 
to do something which shall extend farther 
than the mere pleasure of sailing. The author 
who contributes only one new thought or 
ideal has earned far more claim to public 
gratitude than the mere producers of exquisit 
nothings, however artistic. ‘‘Pompilia,” 
rising from the mire and murkof Rome at 
her worst, stanaing out in her marvel of 
whiteness before the reader who has the pa- 
tience to form her acquaintance as Im- 
ogene ” “writ large,“ is one of the few crea- 
tions of this century which attest the on- 
ward march and upward flight of the soul. 


One such passenger in a whole long life voyage 


devoted to poetry is worth incomparably 
more td literature than a yacht-load of junk- 
eters. Life is too short to justify any in- 
crease in the stock of books that serve no 
purpose, merely show the deftness of the 
writers in word juggiery. 1

GERMAN DEMOCRATS KICK. 

The Democratic party of Cook County in 
its effort to resurrect itself seems to have 
come up in two pieces. Oneof the factions 
is clearly Irish, led by its old manager, Mike 
McDonald, and is comvosed of the short- 
haired section. The other is American, and 
is composed of the Iroquois, section, stigma- 
tized by the Irish wing as the “ silk-stock- 
ings.’ The Irish party will hold its 
convention Oct. 8; the American fac- 
tion, headed by Goudy, Seeberger, 
Judd, et al., Oct. 15. The two rivals are 
agreed not to have any affiliation either with 
Socialists or Republicans, and this is the only 
point at which they touch. Meanwhile the 
work of firing out silk-stockings from the 
short-haired camp goes on briskly, and the 
two factions election-day will fight it ut. 

There is 2 third faction in the party, the 
Gerr wocrats, a very powerful ele- 
ment, no for some time have been unde- 
cided with which faction to affiliate. At 
recent meetings of their clubs, however, the 
National feeling of antipathy existing be- 
tween Irish and Germans, which was 
illustrated in the late Catholic 


without any pretense of concealment. From 
the speeches made at their meetings it is 
evident that they will go with the Goudy 
factién. Practically, therefore, there will be 
a German-American alliance, with such as- 
sistance as it can get from tne Poles, Bohe- 


mians, and other Slavs, pitted against the 


Irish short-hair crowd, which will also pick 
up all the help it can get through the machi- 
nations of Mike McDonald and his heelers. 

The sentiment of the German Democrats 
with regard to the office-grabbing skill of the 
Irish faction was clearly shown at the meet- 
ing of the Fourteenth Ward German Demo- 
cratic Club Friday evening in the address of 
its President, who said: 


The Democracy in this city, as elsewhere, has 
been an interchangeable term for “the Irish.“ 
This singie nationality has seized all the prestige 
and all the offices of that great party of the peo- 
ple. and, being strongly self-assertive, pugnacious, 
and office-devouring, has riveted the chains of 
Irish denomination foralong time past. This 
must be all changed. German Democrats are 
numerous, more respectable, 
educated than the Irish. The Germans must op- 
pose tooth and nail the rule-or-ruin methods of 
the present masters of the Democratic party. 
We have seen the result of Irish rule or misrule 
in this city as elsewhere, and a new deal must be 
made, German Democrats must be- more com- 
bative and united. They must be recognized as 
a power in the party and have their re of 
official positions. 


This forcible expression of opinion by the 
President was followed up by other speakers 
and was enthusiastically indorsed by the 
club itself. Itis on the same line as the vig- 
orous attacks upon the Irish made by the 
Staats-Zeitung during thé session of the Ger- 
man-Catholic Congress, The feeling of an- 
tipathy is deep-seated and widespread, and, 
more than that, is well grounded. There is 
no question that the Irish Democrats in this 
county have done the bulk of the political 
work, have managed the party organization, 
and have monopolized, tne offices ever 


‘since Joe Mackin and his successor, 


Mike McDonald, have had the running of 
the machine. They have taken everything, 
because they were the backbone of the 
party. They have put the Germans on the 
back seats and made them play the second 
fiddies, although, as the Fourteenth* Ward 
Club President said, the Germans are more 
“respectable and better educated than the 
“Trish.” An office here and there has been 
grudgingly doled out to them for form’s 
sake and to keep them quiet, but the 
great bulk of the offices have been 
grabbed and held by the Irsh. Here 
as in every other large city it is the Irish dog 
that wags the German tail. It is no wonder 
that the Germans are kicking against the 
Irish Monopoly and are ready to cast in their 
lot with the American Democrats in an effort 
to break up this hoggishness and get their 
fair share of the offices. As there is no chance 
of Democratic success this fall, they have ev- 
idently decided it is a good opportunity 
to have out their row, count their votes, and 
measure their strength. It is a notice to the 
Mike McDonald crowd that the Irish are not 
going to have the monopoly of the first 
fiddles any longer. The Germans are noto- 
riously good fiddlers, and they propose to get 
on the front benches and play just as long 
and loud asthe Irish musicians. The short- 
est route to that position seems to be on the 
lines of the American faction which Goudy 
pilots. 


THE mugwumps have already served notice 
upon the Massachusetts Democrats that they 
will not support their ticket.

The City Night Schools. 

Every year the City Council appropriates 
$40,000 for the maintenance of night schools in 
various parts of the city from October till April. 
Properly applied this amount can accomplish 
more good than almost any other portion of the 
educational appropriation. The intention is that 
boys and girls whose circumstances or the cir- 
cumstances of whose parents compel them to 
leave school at an early age to go to work may 
be afforded an opportunity for rudimentary èedu- 
cation when their daily toil is over. Another 


class of persons benefited are grown boys who 


were born in foreign countries and who have not 
had the opportunity to learn the English language 
until now. The night school becomes the lan- 
guage school of hundreds of such persons every 
year. 

Until recently the night schools were con- 
ducted in such a loose and haphazard fashion 
that they did little good: The teachers selected 
for them were usuaily friends or hangers-on of 
Aldermen and School Inspectors and utterly un- 
fitted for the duties they undertook to perform. 
There was little or no supervision of the work 
done. The result was that the schools com- 
menced with a fair attendance in October, which 
diminished gradually to the vanishing point at 
Christmas or thereabouts. 

A few years ago Superintendent Howland in- 
sisted on better teachers, and better results fol- 
lowed, Last year the night schools were placed 
under independent supervision. Capt. Sabin, one 
of the day-schoo!l principals, was placed in charge. 
He organized the system thoroughly. His heart 
was in the work, as he had the keenest sympathy 
with those for whom the schools ‘were intended. 
He was allowed large discretion in the selection 
of teachers. The result was most gratifying. 
The attendance was larger than any previous 
vet and was well maintained throughout the 
whole night-school term. Many of the teachers 
were those employed during the day in the sub- 
urban schools, others were ex-teachers, and all 
were experienced. The pupils, ranging in age 
from 14 to 21. made rapid progress. 

Unfortunately, througk the influence of the 
marplots of the Board of Education Capt. Sabin 
has been removed from the charge of the night 
schools to make way for a former employé of one 
of the School Inspectors, who bas been given the 
position because he isa Democrat. The person 
in question may be a good man for the position. 
He will have the assistance and codperation of 
Capt. Sabin in the work. At any rate the influ- 
ence of last year's discipline will not be wholly 
lost and the night schools will be opened a week 
from tomorrow under favorable auspices on the 
whole. Classes will be organized in the follow- 
ing buildings, South Division: Harrison, Jones, 
Raymond, Holden; Scammon, Polk, Brown, Gar- 
field, Throop, Hoffmann, Froebel, Washington, 
Hayes, Burr, Welis, and Montefiore of the West 
Side: in the Newberry, La Salle, Huron, and 
Franklin of the North Division. The hours are 
from 7:30 to 9:30 p. m., so as to give opportunity 
to all boys and girls employed during the day to 
attend. 

In addition to the schools named, where only 
the rudimentary branches will be taught, there 
will be a night high school in the old High-School 
building on West Monroe street where mechan- 
ical drawing, bookkeeping, and stenography are 
taught by capable and experienced teachers free 
of cost. This high school is admirably conducted 
and affords a fine opportunity to ambitious young 
men desirous of improving themselves and ac- 
quiring knowledge which will prove most useful 
if properly utilized. All the night schools ought 
to be well patronized in a city like this.

money for lüxuries which perish in the 
using, why should we not teach that under 
the golden rule any one of us is worse than 
an infidel if we spend our money 
for laces, and jewels, and ermine, when 
but a few minutes’ walk distant 
are brothers rotting day and night for want 
of decent houses which this same money 
would build? vn ge Charity is sweet and 
at, but it is not the only medicine for our 
ls, and not even the principal one. What 
the world needs is that every one shall have 
the opportunity of developing into something 
useful to himself and others the sacred force 
poured into him at birth—a chance to make 
the best of himself. Money and property 
enable their owners to turn the army of labor 
this way or that. It 1s for them to say 
whether this labor shall build houses for 
the many or palaces for a few, boulevards 
for the latter, or.sewers to. saVe the children 
of the former. Those who in the money 
and property of society hold the direction of 
its labor are able to dictate whether 
the worki en and workingwomen 
shall waste their time in serving 
selfish and vicious luxury, orin the mutual 
interchange of services by which hunger, 
want, disease, and with them crime and even 
poverty itself, would away. We could 
do a much nobler work in pressing this truth 
upon ull men and telling them that a Chris- 
tian civilization demands of them to find the 
way to do these things than by protecting 
with the mantie of the meek and lowly Jesus 
the prostitution of men and women to the 
service of the wicked luxury of the worid. 
When a church chooses to build a $6,000,000 
cathedral instead of restoring the 
temples of the living God outraged by thou- 
sands in thefestering tenements, or when 
@ man or woman spends a thousand dollars, 
or a hundred, or ten, for dress that could be 
spared, instead of setting a thousand, or a 
hundred, or ten dollars’ worth of woman’s

‘ Boulanger§ March.’ A popular song of the 
best order lasts about three years, and often 
the sale does uot reach its highest 
point until two years after publica- 
tion. Of course one of the essentials 
of a song’s success is the manner in which it 
is first sung. Without exception they are 
started into notice by a person on the stage, 
but a great deal depends upon the singer’s in- 
terpretation. Those that last the longest, as 
for example, Marguerite,’ which was pub- 
lished in 1884, have the most merit. Wortn 
tells after all. Such songs as Wait Tul the 
Clouds Ron By, Jennie,’ with its sale of 
110,000, and Only a Pansy Blossom,“ with a 
sale of about 100.000, had a phenomenal run 
but it was comparatively sho although i 
must confess they are still asked for. Don’t 
Leave Your Mother, ‘Tom,’ is an- 
other example of ephemeralism. It was 
whistied and sung for six months 
and then went out, All these out-of-date 
songs are now printed in folios, fifty and 100 
pieces to a folio, for 50 cents, and a circula- 
tion of 75,000 for these folios isn’t anything 
extra. 

A heavy demand has appeared in the last 
five or six years ior songs of the war, ‘The 
Battle Cry of Freedom,’ ‘Marching Through 
Georgia,’ ‘Tenting on the Old Camp-Ground,’ 
‘In My Prison Cell I Sit,’ etc. They are pub- 
lished in folio form. The Grand Army posts 
have taken them up extensively. Oi songs 
of a higher order, those suitable to the concert 
stage, the sale of Dreams,“ 
Strelizki, leads. 8 
thing. Next comes * Bobolink.’ by 
Bischoff. He is a remarkable writer. He is a 
blind man, blind from infancy or early child- 
hood, and is an organist in Washington. His 
other pieces, ‘Rainy Day,’ ‘ Supposing,’ 
‘Take Me, Jamie, Dear,’ are also very pupu- 
lar. There is a steady demand for Welling’s 
sweet songs.

ALL ABOUT TONIC SOL-FA. 
A BITTER FIGHT AMONG PROFESSORS 
OF VOICE CULTURE. 


The Statista or Anti-Sol-Faists Abusing 
the Board of Education and All Others 
Concerned for Letting Tonic Sol-Fa Into 
the Schools — How Prof Tomlins 
Teaches the Method to a Class of Four 
Hundred Girls. 

The musical profession of this city is some- 
what agitated overan aileged attempt to in- 
troduce the tonic sol-fa system into the pub- 
lic schools. The tonic sol-fa is a new system 
of music notation which proposes to super- 
sede the old staff or five-line system. It is 
the sort of tonic that warms up the old regu- 
lar music professors as a red blanket warms 
up a bull—they don’t like it; they won't 
have it; no, sir! As the aliopaths 
are to the homoeopaths in the profession 
of medicine so are the staffists to the sol- 
faists in the profession of music—indeed, it 
might even be said that many of the mus o 
professors look upon the tonic sol-fa business 
much as the old-school physicians and blood- 
letters look upon professional faith-healers. 
* Quacks, sir, of. the worst kind, and you 
can tell em I said so!“ 

There seems to be a great deal of misap- 
prehension abroad regarding the alleged in- 
troduction of this system. The casus belli— 
if one may use a music term caught on the 
fly—seems to be the appointment of 
Mr. William L. Tomlins as special teacher 
of music in the high schools at a salary of 
$2,000 a year. Mr. Tomlins is known as an 
ardent advocate of the new sol-fa system— 
that’s one point. Mr. Tomlins gets a salary 
for his work—that’s another point. With 
these two points for starters it 1s quite easy 
to see how the anti-tonic sol-fa weekly pa- 
pers devoted to the music business can get 
material for frantic editorials on Boodle in 
School Music.“ and matters of that kind. Mr. 
Tomlins positively aenies that he uses the 
sol-fa system in his ao gps lessons to the 
exclusion of the s system. He says he 
uses the former merely as a stepping- 
stone, or words to that effect, and ‘that 
not more than 10 per cent of his work is tonic 
sol-fa instruction. There is pienty to say on 
both sides. The anti-tonic sol-faists say if 
the system is to be used by children as a 
stepping-stone to staff music why is it taught 
only in the high schools and the staff music 
in the primary and grammar grades! There 
doesn’t seem to be anybody defending the 
tonic sol-fa system by itself, but there are 

lenty of people ready to defend Mr. Tom- 
ins, and, incidentally, any method he may 
choose to use. The controversy has waxed 
warm, and the secular press is now drawn 
into it. Bad languaye has already been used. 

Prof. Perkins, an eminent staffist, has gone 

so far as to say that the Chicago Board of 

Education “don’t know tonic sol-fa froma 

hole in the ground.” Such fanity is 

enough to make one’s hair stand onend. Is 
not Mr. Ferd W. Peck Chairman of the Com- 

mittee on Music? Mr. Peck’s reputation as a 

connoisseur in music is known far and wide. 

Is he not the leading spirit in all opera festi- 

vais? Has he not built—or prepared to build 

—a gigantic auditorium for the production of 

opera of Chic manufacture! And are 

not Mr. Peck’s fellow-membérs on the Music 

Committee Messrs. Graeme Stewart and 

Louis Nettlehorst? It is a matter of history 

that when Wagner had finished his opera of 

the Flying Dutcnman”’ he sent the score to 

Mr. Nettlehorst for examination.

igh-School a day or two ago when Mr. Tum- 

lias was giving his customary weekly lesson. 
Mr. Tomlins didn’t know there was a reporter 
ene consequently he put on no especial 
frills in order that they might be described in 
the paper. The way to find the West Division 
High-School is not to look in the directory 
for it. If you look im the directory 
you will go to a building two miles 
off, where there used to be a higi- 
school. The directory ple publish a di- 
rectory every year, and revise it every ten 
years—the address of the ng” hich school 
will appear in the next census edition. It is 
a palatial structure at the junction of Ogden 
avenue and Congress street, and it hasa 
grand assembly-hailon the top floor—a hall 
as big as a theatre. When the reporter 
reached this hall Mr. Tomlins was on the 
platform, facing a class of about 400 high- 
school girls—Mr. Tomlins, it will be no- 
ticed, as nerve. Mr. Tomlins didn’t 
use a blessed thing except his hands and 
voice in the lesson—no blackboard, no cards, 
no books no signs or external 
aids of any kind. He sat in a chair in the 
centre of the big platform and smiled down 
on the 400 bright faces. It was only their 
second lesson. 

Do re mi, do re fa,” sang Mr. Tomlins. 
Then he stopped. 

Do re mi, do re fa,“ sang the pupils.

Then the pupils sang some more to Mr. 
Tomlins’ dictation, and were rewarded with 
some words of praise. Between the little 
spelis of singing he made little speeches, all 
to the effect that vitality, or sensibility, or 
emotion, or somethmg of that kind should be 
expressed both in the tones of the voice and 
in the play of the features while singing.

praise it enthusiastically. November 
1886, Mr. Tomlins got the appointment of 
special teacher of vocal music for the high 
schools. Prior to that date there had been 
special music teaching in the high schools, 
but 4 took very little 33 in it, 
and made no visible progress—so Mr. Welles 
and others say—and only about 10 per cent 
of the pupils attended, anyhow, the attend- 
ance not being obligatory. But twoor three 
weeks after Mr. Tomlins began the class of 
seventy or 80 400, and 
at the present , s are

Last 
year Mr. Tomlins taught a class of lady 
school-teachers for a while , gratuitously, but 
he has given that up for good. Some of the 
teachers growled about being compelled to 
uttend the lessons, and the general supervisor 
of vocal music in the public schools, Mr. 
Blackman, was opposed to their doing so, 
lest they shoul become infected with 
the tonic sol-fa disease. For Mr. 
Blackman is a strong opponent of 
the new system. But if r. Tomlins 
only uses a vary little of the new system, and 
that merely to help out the old, there doesn’t 
seem to be much reason. for objection. As 
matters stand now the pupils are satisfied, 
and are unquestiona!ly progressing rapidly; 
the Board of the Education is satisfied, the 
parents and teachers, so far as known, are 
satistied, and so far as the public is con- 
cerned, possibly itd oesn’t givea cent one 
way or the other.

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COLORADO'S PRODUCTS. 


SEVERAL CAR-LOADS GOING EAST TO 
ASTONISH THE NATIVES. 


Mrs. Olive Wright, a Practical Farmer and 
Horticulturist, En Route to the Bay 
State with an Agricultaral Exhibit, 
Tells What Her Experience Has Taught 
Her of Colorado Soil and Climate—The 
Lack of Rain an Advantage—Mineral 
Deposits Enrich the Soll. 

Mrs. Olive Wright, who will represent the 
State of Colorado at the Sixteenth Triennial 
Exhibition of the Massachusetts Charitable 
Mechanics’ Association, reached Uhicago en 
route for Boston yesterday with several car- 
loads of specimen products of Colorado agri- 
culture and industry. Mrs. Wright is well 
known throughout Colorado, where she has 
lived many years and done much valuable 
missionary service in the way of eradicating 
the fallacious impression that her State has 
no claim to human regard except as a sort of 
Siberia for condemned consumptives 
aud a place to get rich in quick- 
ly and leave as soon as possible. 
This notion she denies positively, declaring 
on the contrary that Colorado is no higher in 
altitude above her sister States than she is 
more capable than they of excelling in all 
that provides health and prosperity and 
pleasant homes. 

Mrs. Wright having made a special study 
of irrigation and of the agricultural problems 
of the plains generally, meantime experi- 
menting with her own hands on her own 
lands, so that none of her theories lacked 
the advantage of practical illustration, she 
was chosen by Gov. Eaton to represent Col- 
orado at the New Orleans Exposition. There 


her horticultural and agricultural exhibits 
were so far superior to those of States popu- 
to be much more favored 
that she was besieged 
by people from all parts of the 
country who wanted to know how 
it was possible for the Great American Des- 
ert“ to produce such fruit and vegetabies. 
People from the East, and — — from 
New England, whence a considerable per 
cent of Celorado’s consumptive population is 
derived, were most anxiousto get accurate 
information on the subject. In this way Mrs. 
Wright met and became well acquainted with 
a number of prominent Boston people, and to 
their desire to have Colorado represented at 
the Mechanics’ Exhibition her commission is 
principally due. 

Unless you understand the standing and 
scope of this association,“ she said yesterday 
during a visit to THz TRIBUNE, you cannot 
fully appreciate the good that may result to 
the people of Colorado from representation 
init. The association was formed nearly 
a hundred years by master 
mechanics of New England and 
men skilled in the arts and sciences. Paul 
Revere was the first Presideut. It is the 
oldest and best-conducted association of the 
kind in the country, and accomplishes a vast 
deal of good by providing means for the edu- 
cation of young men of talent and in dissem- 
inating throughout the crafts represented 
the latest discoveries in science and the suc- 
cessful 898 of new methods and prin- 
ciples. nlike our Western associations, it 
does not strain after large gate-receipts at its 
exhibitions, but labors solely to accomplish 
the greatest amount of good for its members. 
When I received their invitation and noticed 
that they had made an appropriation to aid 
in taking an exhibit so far, I imme- 
diately concluded that Colorado would 
never have a better chance t put herself 
on record in a proper manner before the pub- 
lic. Itis not pleasant tobe obliged to own 
it, but ours is still to @ great extent what it 
was ten or twenty years ago—the temporary 
stopping place of people whose one object is 
to get rich as soon as possible and return to 
the East. Consequently thereis no public 
interest in developing the home possibilities 
in which the State is EB: so rich, beyond 
even the most favored of her neighbors. We 
have no immigration fund and no strong in- 
ducement to hold out to tiers of the soil 
We are therefore subject to a constant 
drain upon what wedo produce to supply us 
from great distances with the requisits and 
luxuries of life. 1 found that the 
authorities were willing to take 
steps to make our connection with 
the Massachusetts association permanent, 
but as for immediate aid there was none to 
be hud except such as could be obtained by 
private subscription. 

„There is another reason,” continued Mrs. 
Wright., why we wish to be represented in 
the proper light to the people of New En- 
gland. They are the most consumptive peo- 
pie in this country. They know that the 
ight. dry atmosphere of Colorado is the best 
in the world for them; but, imagining that 

y will be exiles—outcasts in a wilderness 

ere there is less reason to wish to live 
than to hope to die—they put off their visit 
fr)m time to time hoping for improvement at 
heme until when they finally arrive in the 
miuntains they are too weak and too far 
gane to be able to stand the rarified air. 
What otherwise would have prob- 
ably proved a cure is sure death, 
because 80 long delayed. Now just 
think how much good would result if such 
people only knew that they could have just 
as pleasaut homes, just as good schools, and 
social advantages very nearly equal to what 
they now have in the HEast—for our best cit- 
izens are mostly of the better Eastern classes 
—and at the same time enjoy the heaithiest 
climate in the world! I am prepared to prove 
2 word of this. As to the healthfulness 
of Colorado, it consists of more than its 
climatic advantages. The mineral element 
that is in the water and the soil, and in all 
the products of the soil, is such that a weak- 
ly Eastern child taken there will grow up 
healthy and robust. This effect can be seen 
in cattle of the same age and breed raised here 
and in the Eastern and Middle States. Com- 
pare them when they have reached maturity 
and you will always find that the Colorado 
animal is considerably the larger and has a 
much superior texture of bone and muscle. 
This mineral property is curiously noticeable 
in our fruit. Our apples at the New Orleans 
Exposition took three first medals for keep- 
ing quality, color, and flavor. It is this min- 
eral property in the soil that gives them their 
keeping quality, and the constant warmth of 
the sun, uninterrupted by qlouds and showers, 
that gives them their color and flavor. Why 
when old Jesse Frazer carted some apple an 
pear trees over the mountains to Pueblo 
ple called him crazy. Now, when they see 
that he is raising the finest fruit grown in 
the country they wish they had done the 
same thing.“ N 

But the most novel and interesting feature 
of Mrs. Wright’s description. of Colorado’s 
agricultural possibilities was her demonstra- 
tion that the lack of rain was a positive ad- 
vantage—that a systematic artificial moisten- 
ing of the soil while there was no interrup- 
tion of the sun’s warmth will accomplish re- 
suits that cannot be obtained in the natural 
course of things. “ You * believe it.“ 
she said, but we can raise better blue-grass 
than they canin Kentucky, and our skim- 
milk is richer than yours in Dlinois before it 
is skimmed! O, I've gone all through this 
myself—have taken off great leather aprons 
of cream from my pans of milk and made it 
into butter with my own hands. Now, here 
is a statement in a nutshell that I will stand 
by anywhere and at any time: Our ir- 
rigable lands will pay for them- 
selves quicker than any other agricultural 
lands in the world. The soilis very fertile, 
and the process of irrigation keeps it con- 
stantly enriched with this mineral deposit I 
have mentioned. Then look at our market, 
right close athand, and the best in the world, 
for all miners are high livers. A dozen 
families could locate near together, construct 
some ditches and make a nice profit the first 
year off cropsof peas and tomawes, for which 
they could get good prices close at hand. But 
please don’t understand me as advertising 
the immigration of goer . without 
means. The result of that was plainly enough 
demonstrated in California. We shall 
always have poor people enough to 
take care of. I wouldn't advise any 
one to come to Colorado with less 
than 51,000. My own experience teaches 
me that. Irrigation is the great thing: Even 
without building reservoirs there 1s sufficient 
water to convert a large portion of the best 
sections to splendid agricultural and horti- 
cultural uses. You can tap a river and drain 
it dry, and then going down the bed a few 
miles find the water coming up out of the 
ground and ually accumulating for the 
use of those further down. With reservoirs, 
which I think the Government should inter- 
est itself in without delay, instead of helpin 
emigrants to settle in unhealthy and isolate 
places, there is hardly a foot of the plains of 
Colorado that could not be made to vield rich 
harvests on land that would never become 
sterile from exhaustion.”

EXPOSITION PICTURES. 


Mr. Reinhart'’s “ Washed Ashore” is one of 
the large pictures in the collection. It is an am- 
bitious dramatic composition; and its vitality is 
shown in the heat of the discussion which pre- 
vails about its merits. The artist whose talents 
were so demonstrated in white and black work 
years ago, and whose skill as a draughtsman it 
would be folly to dispute, had the courage to 
offer this picture at the Paris Salon of the pres- 
ent year. 4 

The Salon, which is not always the highest ex- 


} ponent of the best in art, is at least the highest 


court to which an ürtist of this day can carry his 
prowess, and if he win in the contest his victory 
is nota paltry triumph. The stupid despotism 
which excluded a Millet and a Rousseau from its 
walls because they had actually turned 
their backs upon conventions in art and their 
faces toward Nature to catch her in her own 
haunts and hear her through the voices of her 
own creatures, whether sprites of the woods or 
peasants of the fields, expired with their tri- 
umph over its antagonism. The Salon is now an 
artist's democracy. Artists, more than 2.000 of 
them, are its sovereigns. They select by vote 
the jurors of each section, and the talesmen thus 
chosen are capable of giving their comrade a fair 
and impartial trial. That Mr. Reinhart, com- 
peting against the most alert and the most ac- 
complished painters of the year, should have 
won an Honorable Mention for this picture is 
a proof of excellence not vo be scoffed out of any 
other court whose judges and jurors have less 
claim to be either learned in the law or more 
candid in spirit. 

The scene is the seashore along the coast of 
Brittany. The cliffs, which in the sun are 80 
dazzling iu their chalk, are now in shadow be- 
tween a lead and a gray. A coasting schooner, 
with every sail set and ali as stiff as zinc, al- 
though there seems no wind abroad, lies between 
the cliffs and the foreground, part:y obscured by 
the group, her deep dark hull distinctly pointing 
out to sea, no anchor holding her, and yet as 
still as the rocks themselves. It is strange that 
the wind which stiffens her sails into geomet- 
rical lines should not ripple @ pool on the sands 
nor whisk about in the skirts of the women or 
the men’s hair or beards. 

It is dificult to vell where the sea is or where 
the sands are; whether the schooner is high and 
dry or what holds her so steadily on the very 
edge of her keel. But one must not be too ex- 
acting in these things. The artist painted this 
picture to tell a story—a story of humanity, not 
of ship-building or navigation. 

The story is in the group that fills and crowds 
the foreground. A few women in the dull drug- 
gets of the peasant; a few men in garb half- 
sailor, half-farmer, looking as if. same of them 
might be wreckers, others . coast-fishers. 
A dead body, of the same indefi- 
nit sort. stark at their feet, its 
face, and hands, and feet chalky, but 
not looking like the deud of the sea. In the cen- 
tre, dominating all, the monarch of the scene, 
more majestic than the cliffs, more commanding 
than the sea, more imposing than the ship, is the 
officer in short corded and tasseled surtout and 
bright helmet, with long sword at his legs and 
notebook in his hand, apparently making an en- 
try of the find. The principal figure among the 
peasants indicates, with a very straight arm, that 
it came from somewhere; Over the body on one 
knee is another stout fellow scrutinizing, striving 
to identify it. The attention of the group is about 
evenly divided between the pompous and signifi- 
cant officer, whose authority is not to be despised 
and whose suspicions may be dangerous, and the 
chalky dead. 

That there is powerin the picture no one will 
dispute. That it is modest in handling, all sen- 
sationism being avoided, is obvious. That the 
drawing, texture—admitting the artist's right not 
to refine in such a composition, even as literary 
finish is not expected or even helpful in a drama 
—are satisfying, that the suffusion of his dull 
diatonic harmony is admirablyin keeping with 
the abstract idea of the picture—admitting all 
this, the picture still fails to yiela something 
which the very idea contained—pathos, the m- 
finit pathos of death. The canvas is a huge piece 
of graphic materialism. It has all the live and 
hard traits of the sketch by Our artist on the 
svot.“ With an unerring eye upon actual fact, 
with the accuracy and self-unconsciousness of the 
journalist, he sees the finding of the dead body, 
he sees the great officerof the coast guard in his 
uniform and fripperies making the inquiry and 
questioning persons in the neighborhood. As he 
sees it with his eyes of sense he has putit down. 
The result is that instead of giving us the infinit 
pathos of death he has set forth the apotheosis 
of a policeman. 

Lowell has said of Wordsworth that he never 
discovered the difference between truth, which is 
the breath of the muse’s nostril, and fact, which 
suffocates her. He cites as evidence his handling 
of a similar subject and quotes the well-knowa 
specifications: 


I've measured it from side to side: 
Tis two feet long and three feet. wide, 


and his lament for Simon Lee: 


And he is lean and he is sick: 
His body, dwindled and awry, 
Rests upon ankies swollen and thick, 
His legs are thin and dry. 


Yet Wordsworth was a great poet; and even in 
poems of which Nature herself was the subject, 
although he someiimes errs in mistaking fuct for 
truth, he has caught her melody and sung it in 
immortal strains. So may we pardon Reinhart 
for his error of composition, an error which by 
aggrandizing his officer has robbed his admirable 
picture of ideal truth in order to report facts 
with ali their surroundings. too accurately re- 
peated. 

It must be admitted, too, that the general ef- 
fect of his rough texture and realistic modeling 
is too like the new panoramic art, to which the 
bitumen-padded figures of Munkacsy have given 
80 great a vogue; the art which combines tax- 
idermy with painting, which associatesin busi- 
ness Mme. Tussaud and the stage manager in a 
grand combination for large pietorial products at 
which the masses will stare and children be af- 
frighted. Mr. Reinhart’s officer, acting Sas 
“crowner,” and his marine quest, which should 
have acquired something of the solemnity of the 
sea, of the grandeur of the cliffs, and of the awe 
ot death, is terribly real, but it is not sublime, it 
is not nobie. it is not pathetic. 

The asceticism with which the artist chose his 
models is another illustration of his fidelity to 
fact and his infidelity to true idealism. There is 
not a line of grace, a touch of personal beauty in 
the entire picture of sufficient force to soften its 
all-pervading hardness. Each of the women may 
be painted from life, each of the men from the 
crews of the smacks and céasters. There, again, 
is the accuracy of the journalist telling his story 
with rigorous adherence to the fact; there, again, 
is tho material exactness of Our Artist on the 
spot. But O how much one would give for a soft 
glance in one of these women's eyes, for a cry of 
pity and loveand anguish from out the entire 
heartiess group for the fate of the dead at their 
feet, for the ravished home somewhere to which 
he is not to return! 

But stop—there is the little girl at the left, 
clutching the leg of her father’s trousers. She is 
not beautiful; she is scarcely attractive. But 
she is a child, ideally painted, finely modeled, 
clad appropriately, and in her alone speaks the 
true voice of the idealism.of the scene. It is in 
her faltering, trusting attitude, in her visi- 
ble fear, in her failure to understand what 
has happened ;§ there is pity and love in her little 
plain face; and, if we could but see them, there 
must be tears in her eyes. When Sir Joshua 
Reynolds had finished his portrait 
of Sarah Siddons. and was standing 
by the easel while the queen of the 
tragic stage approvingly examined it, iis 
eyes grew alight with satisfaction ; and, seizing his 
brush, he placed his name upon the lowest folds 
of Siddons’ gown. I shall go down to poster- 
ity,” he said with emotion he made no attempt 
to conceal, on the hem of your garment.” So 
may Reinhart, who has failed—and failed only 
measurably, showing great grasp and superb 
power—so may he write his name upon the gown 
of his little child, for in her he has proven that he 
can be sweet, tender, and faithful, not to fact, which 
has stifled the atmosphere of a tragic scene, but 
to truth, which shall make him feel her undi- 
vided supremacy hereafter.

AND PUT THEIR INTERESTS IN A con- 
MISSIONER’S HANDS, 


As a Result Prices Go Up 50 Per Cent and 
They Claim that They Are Now Able 
to Get Rid of the Evils of Competition 
and Get a Fair Interest on Capital In- 
vested—How the Scheme Is Managed 
Disgusted Customers Turn to Michigan 
for Relief. 


In a recent article in Tae Trisuye on the 
Straw-Board Trust a prominent paper-box 
manufacturer was quoted as saying: “ An. 
other thing that nas added materially to the 
expense account of our business is the sh 
advance in wooden boxes brought about by 
the pool of the boxmen.” The speaker was 
correct in all except that the combination he 
referred to is not, strictly speaking, a pool, 
but an association. The manufacturers do 
not pool their earnings and divide according 
to their capacity, but they stick together 
closer than brothers, hire a man to fix 
prices, and stand out one and all for 
10 per cent profit on their work. Their 
prices are nearly, if not quite, 50 
higher than they were last spring, and when 
it is considered that there dre 5,000 regular 
sizes of boxes used by all classes of mer- 
chants, from jewelers to piano dealers, it will 
be seen that a good many people would like 
to know the why and wherefore of the ad. 
vance, 

Last July the wooden-box manufacturers 
of Chicago began to realize the fact that their 
business was in a bad way and that they had 
to do something or quit. They were feeling 
poverty-stricken after their long and severe 


tussle with tne trade unions, and, to make 
matters worse, competition, fierce and ruin- 
ous, was cutting deep Into the profits, 
Manufacturers were going to any 
length to keep customers, and instances 
are on record where ofders were filled 
at 25 and even 30 per cent below the actual 
cost of production. At this juncture Henry 
Stephens, President of the Stephens Box 
Company, West Twenty-second and Loomis 
streets, began to talk combination to his 
competitors. He caliéd several of them to- 
gether one day and made them a speech 
something after the following fashion: 

FELLOW BOX MANUFACTURERS: Here we are 
cutting each other’s throats. What with the 
heavy insurance we are obliged to carry on our 
plants and stock, the risk we run of being 
— — to pay a thousand or two dollars to some 
cariess workman who has a finger ora hand taken 
off by a machine, and the other risks of the 
business, we ought to be getting 10 per 
cent profit on the cost of i production 
in order to get out whole and keep 
body and soul together. Is that what we're 
doing? Not by a jugful. There isn’t a man in 
the room who is making 5 per cent or even 3 per 
cent on his investment, and I'll bet cigars for the 
crowd that I can la — hand on at least three of 
you who have filled orde 
ten days in order to keep a customer. 
this sort of business is going to be kept up the 
sooner we all quit the business the better ft will 
be forus. Some of us will have to quit any- 
way, and the others might better be out than in. 
Now let's have some common sense about us 
and combine. Our interests are all the same if 
we could only get it through our heads. I pro- 
pose that we get every box manufacturer in the 
city that amounts to anything, form a combina- 
tion, put prices up to a profitable figure, hire a 
Commissioner to make res on every order 
that comes in, and raise the deuce with any mem: 
ber of the combine who goes back on us or 
cuts a cent under a fixed rate. 

Within a few days the Chicago Box Manu- 
facturers’ Association was an established 
fact, and Henry Stephens himself as Com- 
missioner was occupying a snug office in 
Portland Block at the association’s expense. 
There are thirteen box-factories of any size 
worth mentioning in the city, and they have 
$400,000 invested in the business, exclusive of 
planing-mills and lumber yards run in con- 
nection therewith. The thirteen joined the 
association, put up prices about 50 per cent, 
and for the t time in months went home 
and siept the sleep of the just, Since then 
everything has gone along swimmingly. Ifa 
man wants to buy boxes nowadays, he walks 
into a box-manufacturer’s office, Johnson 
Bros., for instance, and says: 

“T wanta thousand boxes. What figure 
can you give me on them?” 

All right, sir. What sized box do you 
want!“ é 

The customer mentions any size from 6x4x3 
inches to 36x30x28 inches, or larger orsmaller 
if he choose, and the proprietor says civilly: 

All right. Just take a seat for a moment 
and I’ll see what I can do for you.” 

The customer sits down and Mr. Johnson 
gore to the telephone and calls up No. . 1581. 

hen he gets Mr. Stephens he tells him that 
he is Johnson Bros. and asks what rate he 
can give on 1,000 boxes such and such a size. 
Then he holds the ’phone while Mr. Stephens 
consults his books. he finds a recent en- 
try where a price has been given another 
factory on a similar entry, he immediately 
telephones Mr. Johnson and gives him the 
same figures. If he doesn’t . Johnson’s 
customer has to wait until Mr. a fig- 
ures out the cost of the material, labor, etc., 
and adds 10 per cent profit. If Mr. Johnson’s 
customer is satisfied with the price he leaves 
his order, whereupon Mr. Johnson telephones 
Mr. Stephens to that effect, and the Commis- 
sioner makes an entry in a big book to the 
effect that on such and such a date Johnson 
Bros. sold 1,000 boxes of such and such a 
size to So-and-so, at such and such @ 

If Mr. Johnson’s customer is not 

with the price, and m 
he can do better and tends 
to try, Mr. Johnson mildly expresses 
his doubts and civiily bids his caller good 
day. The customer goes into another office 
and tries his luck with a second manufact- 
urer. The only difference is that he does not 
have to wait so long; the price 1s just the 
same. Thenasarule he gets angry, is in- 
formed of the existence of the association 
and its methods, and departs swearing that 
he’ll get a boat-load of boxes from Michigan 
and beat the “combine” if it takes a leg. 
The result will be, if he carries out his threat, 
that when he gets his boxes from Michigan 
they are knocked down (trade for not put 
together), and that he has to have them put 
together here. If he has good luck and 
knows the ropes he may get his boxes into 
his store for a cent or two less per box than 
what they would have cost here; but only 
after an infinit amount of trouble and vex- 
atious delay. 

es,“ said a paper-box manufacturer, 
„1 have quit buying of the wooden-box pool. 
We shall be obliged to raise our own prices 
soon, and when we do perhaps we can afford ' 
to buy of them again. But we can’t do it 
now. Why, they have raised more than 50 
per cent on us. e used to ge. boxes for 10 
cents which they now sell at 16. We are 
buying now in Michigan. It costs us 11 cents 
to get the box here and about a cent to put A 
together, and that’s a saving of from three to 
four cents on each box. If you used as many 
wooden boxes as we do in shipping our paper

It does not frighten Chi- 
cage people, but they naturally refrain 
from entering into new enterprises while 
any of the markets are in an unsettied condi- 
uon. — real-estate booms are be- 


givning to break up all over the country, and 
some d persons who do not discriminate 
very caref think Chi will come in for 


us turn. There is a wide difference between 
a town where real estate has been boomed 
beyond all reason and a city in which there 
has been a ual and legitimate rise, but 
everybody does not see this point. A num- 
ber of people who would ordinarily be buyers 
are out of the market simply because they 
have met with losses in speculation.

THE SOLIDITY OF THE CHICAGO MARKET. 
The real-estate boom in this country, gen- 
8 ing, has culminated. In South- 
ern ia the speculation is as rampant 
as but everywhere else where there 
has been great excitement the market has 
dome to & standstill and in some cases is de- 
chning. This state of things is watched with 
much interest, and it is natural to inquire 
whether there is to be any reaction in Chica- 
go. It is about like asking the question 
whether the stock of the First National Bank 
will decline because there has been a slump 
in Wall street. We have had no boom, and 
thefe is ho reason to expect a reaction. Ifa 
— piece of inside property were to be of- 
ered at & concession, there would be a 
dozen people ready to take it. As for outside 
properties, there are probably some localities 
where land is held too high, but ia many in- 
stances sellers are getting about what the 
land sold for in the seventies. There is no 
trading in options and glittle buying on nar- 
row margins, The great strength of the in- 
side properties is that they are held by rich 
Owners and are paying good incomes. The 
proportion of these properties covered by 
mortgages is very small. There are no in- 
cumbrances on the property of Field, Leiter, 
Potter Palmer, and ‘the Brookses, whose 
holdings foot up many millions. Building 
after building and lot after lot belonging to 
ple less wealthy than they can 
counted equally free from incumbrance 
Those properties which are mortgaged 
are carrying comparatively light loads, as the 
loans were in most cases placed before the 
recent advance in values. A number of of- 
fice buildings owned by corporations have a 
bonded debt, but those which have been open 
any considerable length of time are earning 
not only their interest but good dividends. 
Chicago is well past the riod of loading 
down her business properties, The story of 
the times of 1873 sounds like a tale from an- 
other world to the person accustomed to the 
ractices of the present time. When the col- 
apse came there were whole streets of prop- 
erty unsalable for the face of the mortgages. 
The case of the Major Block, on the southeast 
corner of Madison and La Salle streets, is a 


. ty cal one. It was mortgaged in 1873 for 


„000 at 10 per cent and a commission of 5 
percent, If the property were to be mort- 
gaged now it would be at the rate of 5 per 
cent and for a smaller amount, in spite of the 
enormous growth of the city since 1873 and 
the great increase in the value of the block. 

ACTIVITY AT HYDE PARK. 

During the last week Hyde Park real 
estate was very active and a number of im- 
portant transfers were made. One real- 
estate firm alone sold over $45,000 worth of 
propery, There were three large transfers. 

‘or $22,500 R. A. Buckingham sold to William 
G. Wardell a piece of property on Rosalie 
court, 280 feet to the railroad. M. Spies 
paid $16,000 for a lot 60x125 feet on Lake 
avenue, 175 feet north of Forty-fifth street, 
and for $16,250 O. M. Wells purchased a lot 
at the corner of Forty-second street and St. 
Lawrence avenue from N. Corwith. There 
were numerous sales which amounted to 
from $1,000 to $5,000. Building seems to have 
had a boom also, for Wednesday twenty- 
seven permits were issued in the Department 
of Public Works, the cost of the buildings 
for which is to be $84,300. Of this lot are 
eight two-story brick houses, to be erect- 
ed on Oakenwald avenue, between For- 
ty-second and Forty-third streets, 
by D. W. Potter, the cost to be $28,000. M. 
L. Beers is to build a $5,000 house on Jeffer- 
son avenue, near Fifty-fourth place; Mrs. A. 
M. Barmore an . two-story’ house on 
Grand boulevard, between Fortieth and For- 
ty-first streets; and A. H. Lowden a $6,000 
dwelling on Lake avenue, between Forty- 
fourth and Forty-fifth streets. Several 
houses and lots were sold in Park Manor and 
Brookdale during the week, 

THE ACRE TRADE. 

The syndicate which has been negotiating 
for a tract of land in Secs. 2, 3, 10, and 11, in 
the northwest part of the Town of Lyons, is 
closing up its trades. It is reported that 
about 800 acres have been taken and that the 
price was not far from $200 per acre. It has 
an option running to Oct. 3 for 160 acres of 
more valuable land in the vicinity at $750 per 
acre. The popular impression that the Stick- 
ney syndicate wants more property in the vi- 
cinity of its recent Lyons purchase is probably 
correct, but it does not go about telling peo- 
ple just what tracts it is after, nor is it dis- 
posed to pay fancy prices, The nts appear 
to be operating blindfolded. When they are 
ordered to buy a piece they buy it, but they 
say each time they make a hase they 
think it is to be the last. One tract of 160 
acres was bought last week at $400 per acre. 
The inguiry for property ali through that re- 

ion is active still, but holders have such 

ofty notions as to values that trans- 
actions are not numerous.. Negotiations 
for tracts the northwest of the 

Stickney lands and also to the east and north- 
east are also in progress. Andrew Craw- 
ford has made some purchases north of the 
Belt Line, and it is supposed that H. H. Por- 
teris behind him. The Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy Railroad people are buying land to 
the south of their track as far west as Haw- 
thorne, and it is guessed. that another track 
is to be constructed. Farther south and east 
a survey of a railroad line is being made 
from the vicinity of Hammond westward 
through Blue Island. A scheme for buildin 
a line as far west as Rock Island is rumored. 
There is a story afloat of a tract of land in 
the Town of Bremen—about 1,000 acres— 
under negotiation, but for what purpose it is 
wanted the gossips do not say. It is very 
cheap property, and of little use to anybody 
for business purposes now. There is no end 
of rumors about railroad and land syndicates 
that want property for miles south of the 
city. 

* THE SITUATION IN KANSAS CITY. 

Recent statements in Tue TRIBUNE indi- 
cating that the real-estate market of Kansas 
City is weakening have attracted much at- 
tention, not only because of the interest Chi- 
cago people have in her young sister, but 
because the course of the market there may 
furnish an index of the situation in ail the 
boom towns. The suspicion that predictions 
of adecline in Kansas City by Chicago peo- 
ple are due to a jealousy of the younger city 
is absurd. Many Chicago men have large 
interests in Kansas City, and of course they 
want the town to — But Chicagoans 
who remember the booms of early days in this 
etty and the disastrous reactions that followed 
them naturally look with distrust on wild 
speculation in vacant property near any new 
town or an unreasonable advance in inside 
lots. Good authorities in Chicago express 
the opinion that inside business property in 
Kansas City is on a sound basis. ey think 
that such property 1s a good investment, but 
they warn their friends to let residence prop- 
erty and acres alone. A recent letter from 
Kansas City says that the lull is particularly 
noticeable in acre property. The decrease in 
suburban transactions began about the Ist of 
July, and was — followed by modera- 
tion elsewhere. For about two months, there- 
fore, the real-estate men have been decid 
uneasy, and a great many of them practical- 
ly unemployed. Some of the older and 
larger firms, however, have contiued busi- 
ness throughout the summer, but all of them 
admit a cessation, which was to the smaller 
dealers as alarming as it was doubtless pain- 
ful. The extent of the speculation is indieated 
by the number of real-estate agents. There 
are 2,000 or 3,000 of them, and many are not 
persons who have been in the business for a 
long time, but have abandoned other occupa-

When the Dearborn 
street bridge is done the street-cars are run- 
ning Dearborn street will be even more crowded 
than now. 


“There will be a reaction from this rush 
of people to the distant suburbs,” says a well- 
known citizen. “Many of the new settiements 
are entirely without sanitary arrangements. 
They have no sewers and no water except what 
they get from wells. By-and-by there will be an 
outbreak Of diphtheria, scarlet-fever. or some- 
thing of the sort, and then people will rush back 
to town.“ It is undeniable that in many instances 
building has been so rapidly done that proper 
attention has not been given to water supply, 
sewers, eto. It costs comparatively little to 
build houses, but putting in sewers and similar 
conveniences is expensive business. Annexation 
a = many cases help the people out in such 
matters.

FACTS AND FIGURES COLLECTED BY 
THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR, 


— ͤ ͤ Hm———V— 


Rapid Growth of Co-operation During the 
Last Year—A Few Examples Cited from 
Numerous Statements—Moral Effect of 
Co-operative Enterprises — Wholesale 
Distributing Agencies to Be Organized— 
Summary of the Report to Be Made to 
the General Assembly. 

Mrinweapouis, Minn., Sept. 24.—[Special. ]— 
The Codperative Board of the Knights of 
Labor, and more especially the Board's Sec- 
retary, J. P. McGaughey of Minneapolis, have 
been industriously at work during the last 
year collecting statistics as to the progress 
of codperative industries. Last February 
Mr. McGaughev sent broadcast throughout 
the order circulars calling for answers to 
a series of questions as follows: 

To what extent does codperation exist in your 

urisdiction in relation to the following particu- 
ars: (1) Social, educational, or recreative socie- 

ties; (2) productive a, yor workshops; (3) 

farming and agricultural societies; (4) distribu- 

tive cooperation (stores); (5) codperative dwell- 
ings or buildings. Upon what basis are these 
established? (i. e., how are the profits divided, 
eto.) Give the numberof these societies. What 
is the total membership of each? What have 
been the transactions for the year 1886 of these 
societies? What profits have been realized dur- 
ing the last year? Are all these socicties regis- 
tered by law, or do they exist independentiy? 

Upon what terms can any person me a mem- 

ber of these societies? hat bearing should you 

consider that these societies have upon the gen- 
eral well-being of the people in encourag‘ng 
thriftiness and economy? 

Eight thousand of these circulars were 
sent out, and answers have been received 
from between 4,000 and 5,000 of the persons 
addressed. Thereis but one tone in these 
replies—that of entire satisfaction that the 
principle is the correct one. Stress is laid in 
many cases, in the answers to the last ques- 
tion, on the moral effect of the codperative 
enterprises in inculcating a spirit of fraterni- 
ty and mutual good will. There are no fail- 
ures reported and a steady growth is almost 
without exception noted. From the multi- 
tudinous reports received. it will be worth 


while to cite a few examples: 

The Trenton (N. J.) codperative store 
shows a remarkable growth. Jan. 1, 1886, its 
membership was 193; at the end of the year 
it was 420. There is scarcely a store in any 
of the great cities ot the country which sup- 
plies so many fawilies. 

The paid-up capital of the concern Jan. 1, 
1886, was $2,430.94; Jan. 1, 1887, it was $5,787.12. 
The premises now occupied by the store were 
purchased for $10,000. The profits for the 


eight months preceding Jan. 1, 1886, were 
$1,473.70. During the year 1886 the profits 


were $7,061.73. 
The Toronto (ams Central Coédperative So- 


ciety renorts sales for the 3 ending 
June 30, 1885, to have been $12, and for 
the previous half-year $10,479.56. The num- 


ber of members Jan. 1, 1885, was 293; at the 


end of the year there were 360. 
The Mic gan City (Ind.) Codperative 
Reed-Chair Company issues stock only to 


members of the Knightsof Labor. By its 
constitution one-third of the profits goes to 
the stockholders, one-third to employés 
above their wages, and the remaining third 
is placed to the creditof the factory. This 
company began business Aug. 4, 1886. Up to 
Dec. 31 of the same year the business trans- 
acted amounted to $2,000, on which there was 
a profit of 25 per cent. At the time of the re- 
port there were 250 members. 

The Raleigh (N. rA Tobacco 
Factory is a foster-child of the Knights of 
Labor. Its entire capital stock is owned by 
100 local assemblies and 1,000 individuais. In 
1886 the goods sold amounted to $10,314.47, on 
which there was a profit over all expenses of 
$332.44. 

The Fulton County Codperative Leather, 
Glove & Mitten Factory of Johnstown, N. V., 
was organized Aug. 1, 1886, and has now 225 
members and $10,000 capital. Its business up 
to Jan. 1, 1887, amounted to $3,000, and the 
profits above all expenses were $204. 

Probably the only codperative bank in the 
country is the Patrons’ Cooperative Bank of 
Olathe, Kas. The report of the institution 
made July 1, 1886, shows a paid-in capital 
stock of 613,940, with deposits amounting to 


$70,885.40. 
Building and loan associations, on the plan 


of the ordinary mutual building and loan as- 
— are very numerous within the. 
order. : 

Very many of the codperative enterprises 
of all sorts are still in the germ state, like 
the coéperative farm or colony in Crow Wing 
County, Minnesota, concerning which much 
has been printed. It is a striking fact, how- 
ever, that all the reports are rose-tinted. 
There are no failures, and there is no talk of 
failure. Mr. McGaughey himself finds his 
position as an ardent advocate of codperative 
industry fortified by chis investigation. 
8 of the results of his inquiries he 
said: 


Taking these reports and financial state- 
ments as a basis I find that codperative in- 
dustry furnishes to laboring men and me- 
chanics the best opportunity to procure an 
experienced business insight, and instills a 
healthy business ambition into the minds of 
those who, if not thus personally interested, 
would never give such questions a thought. 
The most important feature of these indus- 
tries 1s the moral. They imbue our members 
with a spirit of fraternity, while at the same 
time they create the greatest legitimate pow- 
er to remedy existing social evils. Codpera- 
tion is having a marked effect already o our 
people, and they are becoming less inclined 
to incur debts and more anxious to manu- 
facture and exchange their own products.“ 

A study of the plans of the various success- 
ful enterprises Included in these reports dis- 
closes in almost every case a fund established 
and provision made for wholesale distribu- 
ting agencies.“ which will handle only prod- 
ucts of organized labor. By this means the 
Knights and those who work with them ex- 
pect to gain control of the market, and then, 
as Mr. McGaughey puts it, good-by to the 
competitive — There is already one 
such wholesale centre in operation in New 
Vork City, which, however, handles as yet 
only light goods. 

pon the results of this investigation as 
here outlined will be based the report to the 
General Assembly of the Knights. Mr, Mc- 
Gaughey, in summing up his report to the 
General Assembly, will say: 

“In establishing a coöperative system of 
production we riust also establish a coöper- 
ative market. Brother Grigsby, in an ad- 
dress before D. A. 79, says: ‘in this lies the 
promise, aye, the certainty, of success.’ So 
now, if we start with the idea that we are 
consumers as well as producers, we will soon 
become self-employ Organization of the 
market is as important as organization of the 

roducers. If this idea 1s adopted we must 

ave our own lands, mines, fisheries, in- 
dustries, etc., with their thousands of men 
and women busily working—no idlers or de- 
pendents.”’ 

8 agriculture is favored as the 
foundation on which the mechanic arts and 
many forms of manufacturing can be based. 
“It would give an opportunity,” says the re- 
port, in large degree for a return to village 
ite with its healthful social and mental ef- 
fects.” 

“The spirit of codperation,’’ the report 
continues, has materialized itself in local 
enterprises largely during the last year, and 
these in many instances have applied to the 
General Board for assistance in the way of 
loans, offering as security that the board 
should have control of their affairs. One 
moment’s thought is sufficient to convince 
any one that such a thing is absurd. If such 
a system were adopted the cooperative fund 
would soon become a nuisance as well as a 
nonentity.“

MONETARY. ’ 


On the last two days of the week ending Sept. 
17 and the first day of the week ending Sept 24 
the bank clearings in this city were large, but 
they fell off from day to day last week and were 
small Saturday. The total for the week was 
about the same as for the week ending the 17th, 
but some 16 per cent above the aggregate for the 
corresponding week of 1886. The latter part of 
last week was comparatively quiet in monetary 
circies, There had been some stringency in the 
money market and some anxiety as to the future, 
but when it was seen that there was really no 
reason for any alarm what little excitement 
there was subsided. The demand for money, 
however, continued good. As for miscellaneous 
business the reports of the merchants are very 
favorable, There is 4 large volume of transac- 
tions and every probability of an increase as the 
season advances, 

Aside from the activity that is to be expected 
Saturday, there was no particular feature to the 
market yesterday. The rates for loans were 
about as they had been previous days of the 
week. Considerable paper was sold by note- 
brokers, and outsiders did not seem to be able to 
do any better at the banks than usual. Su 
cent was quoted as the rate for call loans an 
7, and 8 for time. 

The shipments of currency to the country were 
on a moderate scale, Eastern bills were nomi- 
nally e discount, but bankers are orderin 
funds from New York these days without muc 
regard to the quotations for bills at the moment, 
Sterling was quiet and steady. 

Local securities were dull and generally weak. 
West Division Railway 5s, to the amount of 
$5,000, sold at 100%. It is understood that this 
lot was purchased at par a few ae See. S. A. 
Kean & Co. sold $50,000 State of Kansas 4 per 
cent bonds at par. This is a remarkably good 
sale considering the low rate of interest and the 
closeness of the money market. Union Stock- 
Yards stock was offered 11242, which is a decided 
drop from recent quotations. A quarterly divi- 
dend of 1½ per cent has been declared, and it 
per year hereafter 
will be only 6 per cent against 9 per cent hereto- 
fore. Union Steel Company's stocks are also 
down, The common is offered at 16, and only 12 
is bid. The preferred is offered at 82. It was 
quoted not long ago at 90. It has heretofore been 
expected thata handsome dividend would be paid 
on the preferred stock, but owing to the strikes 
in the coal regions and other drawbacks the 
stockholders will have to wait awhile. A sale of 
Commercial Safe Deposit Company's stock 
amounting to about $30,000 was recently made at 
$150 per share. This security was not long ago 
quoted on the Stock Exchange at par bid, which 
shows how littie the otations of inactive 
stocks often mean. This is said to have been the 
first cash sale of Commercial since the building 
was erected, 

Local bond brokers say there has been more 
of a scare among small investors than has been 
generally supposed. The people who come into 
their offices do not know ys what they are 
afraid of, but it is conside the proper thing to 
be a little alarmed and to be very careful about 
buying. As a consequence, persons unfamiliar 
with investment securjties are quite as likely to 
buy a high-priced secfrity as a low-priced one. 
Good bonds like the Consumers’ 5s, which are 
kicked about at low prices, will receive no atten- 
tion when a5 per cent selling above par will be 
taken. But many of the brokers think the scare 
is over, and that the trade during October will be 
good, 

There is nothing new in the West Division Rail- 
way deal. The negotiations drag. Some condi- 
tions of the contract are giving the parties & 
good deal of trouble. 

There was very little speculative trade in 
stocks. The bulls were disappointed and lacking 
in courage and the bears were away spending 
their profits. Big Four stock. in which a number 
of Chicago’ people are interested, advanced to 80. 
Drexel, Morgan & Co. are said to be interested in 
raising the price still further. It is reported that 
the next dividend on New York Central will be 
at the rate of 5 per cent a year. 

The earnings of the St. Paul Road decreased 
847.506 the third week of this month. The earn- 
ings of the Chicago & Northwestern increased 
$281,318 in August. e earnings of the Atlantic 
& Pacific increased $8,340 the second week; New 
York, Ontario & Western, . 120; Cincinnati, 
Washington & Baltimore, $0,822. The earnings 
of the Northern Pacific decreased $9,536 the sec- 
ond week; Indianapolis, Bloomington & West- 
ern, $460; Burlington, Cedar Rapids & Northern, 
$9. 627.

FOR A JURY COMMISSION. 


THE MATTER TO BE SUBMITTED TO 
THE PEOPLE NOV. 8. 


A Law Which Is Intended to Do Away 
with the Abuses That Have Character- 
ized the Drawing of Juries in Cook 
County in the Past—Formal Action by 
the Judges of the Courts of Record as 
Provided by Law. 

The new Jury-Commission law will be sub- 
mitted to a vote of the electors Tuesday, Nov. 
8 The Judges of the courts of record of 
Cook County had a meeting yesterday in 
Judge Gary’s court, at which the formal 
petition was presented asking the Judges 
to submit tne question to a vote 
of the people according tolaw. Judge Gary 


presided, and Judge Clifford acted as secre- 


tary. The other Judges present were Jamie- 
son, Collins, Baker, Knickerbocker, Moran, 


Horton, Shepard, Altgeld, Prendergast, Tut- 


nett, and Hawes. J. W. Beach, attorney for 
the Citizens’ Association, appeared for the 
petitioners, and Henry Decker represented 
the Bar Association, Mr. Beach presented 
two petitions and two affidavits. The first 


petition was as follows: 
State of Illinois, Cook County, 8s. 

To the Honorable the — of the several 
courts of Cook County, in the State of Illinois: 
The undersigned. who are electors in and of said 
county, respectfully petition and pray you, the 
said Ju for the appointment ofa jury com- 
mission for said Cook County, and cause the 
question of the appointment of such 4ommission 
to be submicted to the vote of the electors of said 
couaty Tuesday after the first Monday of 
November, A. B. 1887, in accordance with an 
act of the General Assembly of the State of Ili- 
nois, entitled An act to authorize Jud of 
courts of record to appoint Jury Commissioners 
and prescribing their powers and duties. Ap- 
proved June 15, 1887. In force July 1, 1887.“ 

This was signed by 1,819 voters, beginning 
with Henry W. King, John V. Farwell Jr., C. 
M. Henderson, and John C. Black. Sociausts 
and millionaires were alike represented on 
the petition, Joe Gruenhut being one of the 
signers. The other petition was in the shape 
of a formal motion relative to the prayer of 
the petitioners. The affidavits of James B. 


Dickinson and Henry M. Walker were to the 
effect that the petition was signed by more 
than the requisit number of legal voters of 
the og : 
Judge y read the law on the subject as 
follows: * 
The Judges of the several courts of record of 
the county, or a majority of them, may, in their 
discretion, cuuse the question of the appointment 
of such commission to be submitted to a vote of 
the electors on the Tuesday after the first Mon- 
day in November, 1887, giving not less than thirty 
days’ notice. prescribing the form of ballot. the 
lace and time of election, and stating the ob- 
ect thereof. The election shall be conducted, 
returned, and canvassed in the same manner and 
by the same officers prescribed by law in case of 
general elections in the county, and if it shall ap- 
pear that a majority of the votes cast upon this 
uestion is in favor of the jury commission then 
said Judges or a majority of them may choose 
three competent and discreet electors who shall 
not be by law exempt or disqualified from serv- 
ing as jurors, and who shall be known as Jury 
Commissioners. Of the first three so chosen one 
sball hold his office for one year, one for two 
ears, and one for three years, to be determined 
y lot, and every year thereafter one such officer 
shall be chosen for the term of three years.“ 
Alter some discussion relative to the proper 
forms to be followed io the premises, it 
was agreed that the prayer of the petitioners 
be granted. The meeting was ordered made 
a part of the records of the court, and an 
order was entered directing the County 
Clerk to have the question submitted to the 
people according to the statutery provisions. 
e new law will take the drawing of 
jurors out of the hands of the County Board 
a | put it solely in the control of the new 
commission. It is provided that the 
commission shall prepare each year a jury-list 
of all electors between the ages of 21 and 60 
— who are qualified to serve as jurors. 
rom this list the Commissioners are to se- 
lect from time to time the requisit number of 
names for grand and petty jurors. These 
names they are required to have written on 
separate tickets. The tickets for petty jurors 
shail be put into a box known as the jury 
box, and those for grand jurors into another 
box Known as the grand jury box. The 


names of jurors who have served shail be 
checked off the list, and such persons shall 
not be required to serve again until all per- 
sors On the list shall have served. 

Chief Clerk Pat Cahill, wow is probably 
better posted in the matter and method of 
calling jurors than any other man in the 
county, said that if the new law was proper- 
ly administered the ave citizen need ren- 
der service asajuror only about onceina 
dozen.years. Allowing halt the voters to be 
exempt from jury service, there would still be 
75,000 left available as jurors. The county 
needs only an average ot 6,000 men a 
year for jury service, so that if the selections 
are made impartiaily and in rotation, as re- 
quired by iaw,a citizen would not have to 
serve on a jury oftener than about twice in 
his life. At least that is how Mr. Cahill fig- 
ures it out. Mr. Cahill has a system of serv- 
ice in the County Building by which one 
Judge does the calling of panels, the hearing 
of excuses, and the telling off of juries to the 
various courts, a system which has greatly 
facilitated business since its introduction a 
year ago, and which has made a saving to the 
county that will average $20,000 a year. 


MR. VIOLET CAMERON, 


Why He Is Restrained from Interfering with 
His Wife’s Business. 

New York, Sept. 24.—[Special.!|—The re- 
cent judicial action in the English court in 
the case of the actress Violet Cameron, re- 
straining her husband, David De Bensaude, 
from interfering in any manner with her, is 
said by well-known New York jurists to be a 
most extraordinary proceeding. There are, 
however, peculiaf facts behind the discussion 
which are not generally known. After the 
return of the couple and Lord Lonsdale to 
England, having created a considerable pub- 
lic scandal here, De Beusaude brought suits 
for libel against his wife, Lord Lonsdale, 
and others, and one against his wife 
for divorce, making Lonsdale a core- 
spondent. Miss Cameron entered a counter- 
suit for separation on the ground of cruel 
treatment. Just as the divorce proceedings 
were about to be called in court, where Sir

DAN WREN’SNEW LAWYER 


HE GETS A WRIT OF HABEAS CORPUS 
FOR HIS CLIENT, 


— — 


A Funny Petition About a Pretended In- 
dictment and Triali—Dan swears He 
Does Not Know Why He Is Locked Up 
-The Eminent Lawyer Will Not Give 
Up His Great Point, but He Says It 
Will Convince Any Jurist — No One 
Shares His Faith but Daniel. 


At a late hour yesterday afternoon Daniel 
J-Wren, the ex-County Commissioner, filed 
a petition in the Circuit Court for a writ of 
habeas corpus against Canute R. Matson to 
obtain his release from the County Jail. The 
petition, which is so impudently funny as to 
be worth giving, sets*up that 
The petitioner is imprisoned by the defendant 
without authority of law for a supposed and pre- 
tended criminal matter the precise nature 
whereof the petitioner is ignorant. That he 
has demandea of Sheriff Matson a copy of the 
Warrant or Warrants for his commitment, and 
that his request has been refused. That he is not 
in custody virtue of any process of a court or 
Judge of the United States in a case where such 
court or Judge has exclusive jurisdiction, nor by 
virtue of any final judgment or decree of any 
competent court of civil or criminal jurisdiction, 
not tor any treason, felony, or other crime com- 
mitted in any State or Territory of the United 
States for which he ought by the constitution 
and laws of the United States to be delivered up 


— — executive power ot any such State or Ter- 

But that tne petitioner is informed and believes 
that the 19 — cause for his imprisonment 1s 
a pretended indictment returned and filed by the 
grand jury of the Criminal Court of Cook County 
on the second day of April, 1887,in which a pre- 
tended charge was contained against the peti- 
tioner and other persons mentioned; and thaton 
or about June 27, 1887, a i pretended 
trial was commenced of the titioner 
and other 22 upon the criminal charge 
contained in said pretended indictment—viz.: 
— © obtain money by false pretenses 
from the County of Cook; and that at the close 
of said pretended trial on or about Aug. 5, 1887, 
& pretended verdict was returned into court by 
the jury in which the petitioner was found guilty 
of the pretended charge contained in the pre- 
tended indictment; and that thereupon the 
Judge of said Criminal Court made an order of 
imprisonment and detention of the petitioner; 
which pretended trial, verdict, and order were 
without any authority of law. 

The petition was sworn to by Wren Sept. 
28 before Benjamin F. Price, Notary Public. 
Wren’s attorney is J. W. P. Pierce. Judge 
McAllister granted the writ of habeas cor- 
pus and made it returnable Sept. 27 at 10 
a. m. in the Appellate Court room. The writ 
Was served upon the Sheriff at 5 o’clock. 

Alexander Sullivan was asked soon after- 
wards what he knew about the proceeding. 

Nothing at all,” he replied. * It is some- 
thing that Mr. Pierce and Mr. Wren have ar- 
ranged between them, and I understand that 
Mr. Pierce has declared that he is going to 
make short work of the whole case.“ 

On what grounds is the writ asked“ 

“That I don’t definitly know. As near as 
I can get at it Mr. Pierce claimed that the 
punishment is in excess of the crime and 
therefore unconstitutional.” 

Dan Wren was called down to the grating 
just before locking- up time and was evident- 
ly much pleased when the reporter informed 
him that the wrt had been issued. When 
asked if the petition was based on the ground 
that the punishment Was excessive and 
therefore unconstitutional he replied: 

„Bure, I don’t know, but I think it is not. 
I think it is some new point entirely that Mr. 
Pierce has hunted up. The petition don’t 
— anything away, and I don’t think Mr. 

ierce will tell you if you should ask him. 
Of course we fellows don’t like it in here, and 
we want to get even, if ves have to try every- 
thing that’s in the law books.“ 

“Will Mr. Pierce try the same thing for 
each of you!“ 

„Well. that depends on how it works in my 
case. If I get out on it the others will have 
the benefit of the plan, that’s sure.“ 

Mr. Pierce was asked last evening to state 
the grounds on which he would base his ar- 
gument when the writ was returned into 
court. 

„There is no warrant or authority of law 
for Wren’s incarceration,” he replied, and 
we hold, legally and justiy, that the whole 
prosecution from inception to finality is a 
complete nullity. Wren and his companions 
were indicted on the charge of obtaining 
money from Cook County under false pre- 
tenses; in other words, the gist of the crimi- 
nal charge is conspiracy, and not robbin 
the county. With their guilt or innocence 

ing to do; that is not my case. 
My point not a technicality but a 
broad and philosophical ground, which every 
jurist, every good 2 will at once recog- 
nize and admit. I have several points to sus- 
tain my position, any one of which is as good 
as any other, or as all together, and any one 
of them is sufficient to convince the court.”

BOLD ROBBERY OF A TURFMAN. 


Williati Bair Overcome on the Race Track 
and Relieved of $1,500. 

PurtapEtpruia, Pa., Sept. 24.—/Special.|— 
A singular robbery took place this morning 
upon the Belmont race track near this city, 
by which William W. Bair, the former driver 
of the famous Maud 8. and the lessee of the 
park, had $1,500 in cash taken from him. Ac 
cording to Bair’s statment he was driving a 
colt to a road cart around the track inspect- 
ing it prior to the races of the afternoon. 
When upon the stretch furthest from the 
club-house he was surprised by a hand sud- 
denly catching him by the coat collar. In an 
instant he laid upon the track and the 
colt dashed off.

A DEMAND TO BE RESISTED. 


The Typographical Union Will Have to Fight 
on the Fifty-Three-Hour Proposition. 

The following circular has been prepared, 
addressed to the employing printers of the 
United States and Canada: 

CHICAGO, Sept. 23, 1887.—The recent action of 
the International Typogre ical Union in fixing 
the week's labor at fifty-t hours, after Nov. 
1, strikes a blow at the very foundation of ali 
printing interests. This demand. if granted, will 
at once be disastrous to the trrde. Some plans 
should immediately be devised to check the con- 
templated movement, or, in case of a determina- 
tion on the part of the International Typo- 
graphical Union to adhere to its ition, to 
place the employers in such a condition as will 
enable them not only to continue their business, 
but resist by combined action the ruinous policy 
of their workmen. 

The em paring pmeewe of Chicago have taken 
action by unanimously resolving to refuse the 
demand, and notice to that effect wiil immediate- 
ly be served upon the local union. We are in 
good shape to begin the fight, having already an 
organization of some months’ standing, named 
“Tne Typotnetae,” meeting monthly. We be- 
lieve, however, that a convention should at once 
be held in some prominent city of representa- 
tives of all the cities in the United States and 
Canada, to give expression to the views of the 
trade, and develop plans for concert of action 
throughout the country. 

The subjoined report will indicate our action 
to this date: 

“ Your Committee on Ways and Means would 
report that, after a lengthy discussion of the nine- 
hour question, and how best to resist the extor- 
tionate demands of the Typographical. Union, we 
recommend that our efforts to organize an Inter- 
national Typothetae be energetically 1 — 
and that a convention of same be held at as early 
a day as possible to discuss the situation from 
an international standpoint, and if deemed best 
to order union offices in certain cities to dis- 
charge all union printers at a certain date. 

“Your committee would recommend that an 
earnest protest aguinst the advance ordered by 
the Typographical Union be sent to its Execu- 
tive Committee. stating the inability of the 
union offices in Chicago to pay the advance and 
continue in business. 

* Your committee have but little hope that 
your protest will effect any change in the atti- 
tude of the union, and would advise an active 
preparation on the part of the employing print- 
ers to fight the advance to the bitter end, and 
would further advise that at the earlist opportu- 
nity the employing printers assume more of an 
aggressive than a defensive attitude.“

SENTIMENT OF SUBURBAN PEOPLE aT 
LaST NIGHT’S MEETINGS, 


Why the Town of Lake Contractors Are 
Opposed to Uniting with Chicago—It 
Would Deprive Them of the Profitable 
Jobs They Have Enjoyed—What Lake 
Has to Gain by, Coming In—A Compari- 
son of Taxation There and in South 
Chicago, 


About 400 representative citizens of Lake 
View met last night at Lincoln Turner-Hall, 
Diversey. street and Sheffield avenue, to con- 
sider the question of the annexation of Lake 
View to Chicago. Paine Harrington called 
tne meeting to order. He said the purpose 
of the meeting was to organize an annexa- 
tion club and prepare for a vigorous fall 
campaign on the annexation issue. 

Col. Shirley was appointed Chairman of 
the meeting. The Colonel made a brief 
speech in favor of annexation. Annexauon, 
he said, would result in lowering the taxes 
and would give better fire and police protec- 
tion than Lake View had at present. Mr. 
Robert R. Clark spoke briefly in favor of an- 
nexation. 

Mr. David Goodwillie was the next speaker. 
He said he had been forty years in the coun- 
ty, half the time in Chicago and the other 
half outside the city limits in Lake View. 
The Lake View taxes were 20 per cent 
higher than in Chicago. He NI. taxes in 
both towns, and this year the Lake View 
taxes were bigger than ever, Tiere was no 
telling where Chicago would stop this side of 
Waukegan. His property, house and 
would barely pay the taxes Lake View was 
levvi He knew that it was much more 
difficult to borrow money on Lake View 
property than on Chicago property, and if 
he was a Chicago man and wanted to be

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TO GO FOR THE GAS TRUST.

A CONFERENCE ON THE SUBJECT IN 


THE MAYOR’S OFFICE. 


| Constitutionality of the Trust to Be At- 


tacked — Charters of Two Interested 
Companies Prohibiting a Combination— 
A Pian to Secure the Gradual Liquida- 
tion of the County's Indebtedness — 
Other Municipal News of Interest. 
Mayor Roche, Corporation Counsel Green, 
and Commissioner Swift were in conference 
during the entire forenoon yesterday. The 
principal matters discussed were the resolu- 
tions to be introduced at the Council meeting 
tomorrow night in relation to the Gas Trust, 
and the ordinance about viaducts and fences 
across and along Kinzie street. which is now 
practically monopolized by the railroad com- 


_ | panies. The discussion over Judge Green’s 


resolution in reference to the Gas 
Trust was necessarily limited, because 
the Equitable ana Consumers’ Gus 
Companies had failed to return 
answers to the interrogatories filed with 
them some time ago, and was confined to the 
facts as far as known, which are, briefly, 
that the two companies are in the trust and 
that the price of gas has been advanced since 
the trust was formed. The resolution re- 
cites that the companies, under their char- 
ters, are forbidden to combine in regard to 
raising. the price of and are prohibited 
from selling, leasing, or gning their fran- 
chises to any other company; that since the 
formation of the trust, which is character- 
ized asa combination, the price of gas has 
been advanced 25 cents per 1,000 feet, and 
closes with the customary instructions to 
the City Law Department to undertake the 


roper legal stepsin the matter. The pre- 
minary move, of course, will be made by 
the Council, and if the resolution is adopted 


it will be in effect a declaration that the com- 


panies have forfeited their charters. Fol- 
lowing this will come the legal proceedings 
necessary to revoke the licenses under which 
the companies do bsiness, and which will 
be reviewed by the courts, most probably 
under an information in behalf of the people 
of the State. 3 

The object of the resolution of course is to 
break up the comvination, but a very inter- 
esting question will arise at the out- 
start. The charters of the old companies 
were granted by.the State, and in them the 
maximum price allowed for gas per 1,000 feet 
is $1.75. Asa matter of fact only $1.50 is 
charged, which, with the rebate, brings the 
actual price down to $1.25. Then it will have 
to be established that a combination 
has been formed, and that it was 
formed for the * of advancing the 

rice. Officials of the two companies are 

nown to be on their dignity, and they have 
insoiently demanded to know if the city can 
prove that a combination to advance the 
price of gas has been formed. This occurred 
when the interrogatories mentioned above 
were filed with them, and the answer re- 
turned to them wasof such a character that 
they concluded to answer the questions. It 
is ieved that the Corporation Counsel 
told them bluntly that he could prove 
that very thing, and that e _ 
posed to do it, too. This had a decided 
effect on the officials, and they concluded 
that it might perhans be the better plan to 
answer the questions propounded. These 
questions are of a very searching nature, and 
if they are answered truthfully the pablic 
will soon know the whys and wherefores of 
the formation of the Gas Trust, together 
with a mass of other intormation heretofore 
* secret. 

e Corporation Counsel is known to en- 
tertain the opinion that the formation of the 
Gas Trust is without authority in law, but he 
will not authorize a statement to that effect, 
nor will he consent to be interviewed 
in relation to the matter, basing his refusal 
on the ground that the Council first having 
asked for it is by all the laws of courtesy 
first entitled to it. 

It is certain that the Gas Trustisto get a 
shaking up, and a very lively one at that. Its 
formation will be assailed on the score of its 
unconstitutionality, and the attempt made to 
declare it illegal on the ground that all such 
combinations are opposed to public policy. 

TO LIQUIDATR THE COUNTY'S INDEBTEDNESS. 

The Finance Committee held a long secret 
session yesterday and prepared a report to 
present to the board next Mondav, which, if 
adopted, will allow the people to vote on the 
question of bonds to pay the outstanding 
debt. The committee aiscussed the various 
methods proposed for paying the debt, and 
decided on bonds payable in twenty years, 
although the pian of voting an increased tax 
found some favor. It was argued that if the 
rate of taxation could be increased from 75 
cents to $1 on the $100 that the debt could be 
cared for, but it was decided that it would 
be easier to secure the issuance of bonds. 
The following was therefore adopted: 

WHEREAS, There 1s now due and outstanding a 

oating indebtedness of the county, — 
in the aggregate to the sum of $1,000,000 and up- 
ward, for the payment of which there are no 
funds in the Treasury. and no provision has been 
made. and for the paymentof which no consider- 
able part can be 1 in the annual tax levy 
of 75 cents on each $100 valuation of the real and 
personal property in the county. in addition to 
the amount of money required to pay the current 
expenses of the county; and 

HEREAS, A considerable portion of said in- 
debtedness is already in judgments against the 
county, which judgments draw 6 per cent tmter- 
est; and other claims are in suit upon which 
judgment will be recovered, and ali of said in- 
debtedness may be putin judgment and bear 6 
per cent interest until paid; an 

WHERBAS, The said sum can be borrowed upon 
county bonds at a rate of interest not exceeding 
4 per cent per annum, therefore a necessity 
exists for the issuance of county bonds to enable 
the County Bourd to pay said indebtedness. 

The aggregate amount for which the bonds are 
to be issued is the said sum of , the money 
to be raised thereby to be used in paying said 
floating indebtedness. ! 

They are to be divided into twenty series, to be 
numbered from one to twenty, eacn of which 
series shall be for the sum of 50.000. payable in 
one. two, three. etc., years, respectively, with 
interest not to exc@Bed 4 per cent per annum, the 
interest to be payable semi-annuallv, and to be 
secured by coupons attached to the respective 
bonds. 

An annual tax shall be levied to pay the in- 
terest on said bonds as it shall fall due, ana also 
for the sum of $50,000 in each year, commencing 
with the present year. for the payment of the 

rincipal of said county bonds as they fall due. 

t is therefore berehy 

Resolved, That the question of issuing said 
bonds be submitted to the legal voters of this 
county at the election to be held Nov. 8 next, 
and the notice of such election be given by the 
County Clerk according to law. 

It will without doubt be approved by the 
full board Monday.

for selling intoxicating liquors shall be $1,000 
in all cities containing a population of 10,000 
or more, and $500 in all cities the population 
of which is less than 10,000. Jt imposes the 
severest penalties for the violation of any of 
its mandates, and gives over to the State 
authorities partial jurisdiction in matters 
pertaining to its enforcement. As the 
bill was voted upoa by the  Legis- 
lature indications were that a large 
majority of the people of Minnesota believed 
that high license embodied the best means 
of controlling and satisfactcrily regulating 
the sale of intoxicating liquors. In an en- 
deavor to place before the public the first 
complete, reliable, and satisfactory summary 
of the immediate and probable effects of the 
new law the Pioneer-Press sent to each city 
and town in the State inquiries as to the li- 
censes and number of saloons under the new 
and the old laws, the revenue under each, 
and the manner in which the surplus, if any, 
was applied, the feeling of the public 
toward it, and the disposition of the saloon- 
keepers with respect to its observance. The 
replies embraced almost the entire State. In 
some instances the village and county li- 
cer.ses do not expire until Jan. 1, 1888, when 
licenses will be taken out under the new law. 
But those cases are in a decided minority, and 
there even the effects of the new law may be 
so accurately predicted that this review may 
be considered as practically complete. 

It is found that in. those cities and towns 
in which the new law is now enforced there 
has been a falling off of one-thired in the 
aggregate number of saloons, while a sim- 
ilar decrease is with good reason pre- 
dicted for those places where the 
old licenses havenot yet expired. Ex- 
pressing it in round numbers, of 1,650 sa- 
joons which thrived and fiourished under 
the old license some 550 have been unable 
to meet tne advance and contigue in business 
under the new law. In Minneapolis the sa- 
loons have decreased in uumber from 334 to 
227; in Duluth, from 113 to 64; in Stillwater, 
from 42 to 32; and in Winona from 98 to 23. 
St. Paul is not yet affected by the new law. 
In that city the old licenses for her 700 Sa- 
joons do not expire until Jan. 1, 1888, the li- 
ceuse fee being $100. It is thought that high 
license will reduce this number at least one- 
third, probably one-half. Saloons which have 
renewed their licenses under the new law 
with those which dropped out last year, pai 
an average license fee of $308. 

“With high license the average fee per 
saloon is $688; accordingly a reduction of 
one-third in their number has been obtained 
by the raising of the license fee. The saloons 
driven out of existence were, generally 
— small ones, aud many of them hard 
p s. A notable exception to the latter 
were numbers of beer saloons conducted by 
Germans. and in an orderly manner, whose 
proprietors could not afford to meet the ad- 
vance. Saloonkeepers as a rule fear the 
new law, and appear disposed to live up to 
its mandates. The new places started are of 
an expensive class, and have more at stake 
than before. Sunday-selling, seiling to 
minors and habitual drunkards, and late 
closing are reported as greatly lessened. In 
the cities saloons at a distance from 
the business centre have been cut 
off, and the result of ths centraliza- 
tion has been to place those Still 
running under closer police surveillance. 
‘Blind pigs’ are becoming a rarity, liquor- 
dealers being equally as zealous as the au- 
thorities in hunting them down. Many of 
the cities and towns report public order as 
improved. In others there appears to be no 
perceptiole difference. Some are of the opin- 
ion that drinking has decreased, while very 
many as ert that drunkenness has greatly 
diminished. Generally speaking, business in 
the lice courts, especially those of the 
smalier cities and towns. does not appear to 
be nearly so brisk as before. In the larger 
cities, however, the centralization of the sa- 
loons has had a tendency to bring those who 
drink to excess to sections where they more 
readily fail into the clutch of the law. With 
a reduction of one-third hh the number of 
saloons has ollowed an increase of one-third 
in the amount of public revenue derived 
therefrom. This surplus is used for a variety 
of purposes, but the general term of munici- 

improvements covers the main channels 
u which it is expended. Streets are being 
graded, public buildings being erected, inter- 
eston city bonds paid, fire apparatus pur- 
chased, and taxes lessened. blic senti- 
ment is reported as overwhelmingly in favor 
of the new law and high license. People

SOME OF THE LOOSE TALK HEARD IN 
FAVOR OF THE ANARCHISTS, 
. — 

The Cry that There Is No Evidence of 
Their Having Thrown the Bomb—The 
Evidence, on the Contrary, Clearly 
Shows that the Deadly Missile Was 
Thrown by the Anarchists, and Not by 
an Outsider—The Frozen Facts in the 
Case. 

A favorit argument used by those who fa- 
vor the pardon or commutation or the sus- 


pension of the sentences of the condemned 


Anarchists is that there is not any or suffi- 
cient evidence to show that the haymarket 
bomb was not thrown by some enemy of the 
Socialist organizations for the purpose of get- 
ting the latter into disrepute and arousing 
public opinion against them, or by the agent 
of some detective bureau for the purpose of 
scaring capitalists, and thus increasing the 
chances for employment of the agencies in 
question. The persons who advance argu- 
ments of this kind count too much on 
the gullibility of the people or the 
lack of intelligence among them. Perhaps 
some of them have not read the evidence 
given before Judge Gary in this now cele- 
brated case. That evidence proves conclu- 
sively that the condemned men belonged 
to a secret organization which weekly, 
daily, and hourly preached that dyna- 
mite bombs should be used by the 
workingmen to exact their alleged 
“rights” from the capitalists; that instruc- 
tions were given in the secret lodges as to 
the use of dynamite and the manufacture of 
bombs; that books and newspapers contain- 
ing such instructions were distributed by the 
men under sentence; that some of them en- 
gaged industriously in the manufacture of 
the bombs identical in every way with the 
one that was thrown“at the haymarket 
square, and that these were distributed by 
Lingg and others a few hours before 
the fatal explosion; that the arrange- 
ment for their distribution was made at 
a meeting attended by four of the principal 
conspirators; that the fatal bomb was thrown 
by Schnaubeit, one of the co-conspirators, 
and that the fuse whicn exploded it was 
probabiy ignited by August Spies. The chain 
of evidence bearing on all those points is di- 
rect and conclusive.. Yet men will be found, 
like James K. Magie, who will write all the 
way from Duluth to THe TRIBUNE to say: 

Today there is nota scrap of reliable evidence 
astowhothrew that bomb which did the mis- 
chief at the haymarket. It is conceded, however, 
that not one of the condemned threw it. Sup- 
pose, after these men are executed and in their 
graves, the truth comes out and it is discovered 
that some person unacquainted with the 
Anarchists, and prompte by some mo- 
tive forei to their cause, threw that 
bomb. Is this an unreasonable supposition? It 
is not. It is even more reasonable than to sup- 
pose any one of the condemned had the 
remotest suspicion that a bomb was to be 
thrown that fatal night. If it should so turn out 
that the bomb was thrown by some person with a 
motive foreign to the Anarchists, then the legal 
bearing of the whole trial becomes a farce, and 
these men in law are all innocent. On what a 
slender thread hang everiasting things.“ 

Clearly Mr. Magie has not carefully read 
thé evidence given during the trial, and he 
seems not to have paid the least attention to 
the opinions of the Supreme Court of IIli- 
nois based on the evidence. It was proved, 
for instance, that Lings, who came to Amer- 
ica from some piace in Baden, in the summer 
of 1885, manufactured bombs for use at the 
haymarket square. In August after he ar- 
rived in this country he became acquainted 
with William Seliger, a German carpenter, 
who afterwards informed against him. 
Two weeks before Christmas, 1885, 
Lingg went to board and room 
at Seliger's house, No. 442 Sedgwick 
street. Six weeks before May 1, 1886, he 
brought a bomb to the house and said he was 
going to make bombs. Some six weeks be- 
ore that date he brought dynamite there— 
three different kinds. He had no regular 
employment for about four weeks prior 
to May 1886. During this tume he 
was experimenting with dynamite and 
with round and long or gas-pipe bombs. He 
exploded the latter in the woods north of the 
city. and says he but one rightin the crotch 
of a tree and split it all up... During a period 
of six weeks prior to May 1, 1886, he was at 
work making semi-giobular bombshelis, and 
was often assisted in this work by Seliger, 
and by two men, named Thielen and 
Hermann or Henmann. These semi- 

lobes appear to have been all finished 

fore May 4, 1886. After Lingg’s arrest 
round bomos were found in a trunk in his 
room and under a sidewalk on Sigel street, 
where he is proved to have hidden them, and 
in the possession or under the control of one 
Lehmaun, to whom he is proved to have 
given them. The exploded bomb 
corresponded in shape and form 
with the bombs made by Ling 
in every respect. Friday before the day o 
the haymarket meeting Lingg brought to 
Seliger’s house a large wooden box contain- 
ing dynamite. The next Tuesday, May 4, 
1856, he was occupied during the afternoon 
and until after 7 o’clock in the evening in fill- 
ing this dynamite into gaspipes and globular 
shells, using a flat piece of wood, which he 
had made for that purpose. He was 
assisted in his labors by a number of 
— mg and among them were Seliger 

hielen, and Hermann, and two men named 
Huebner and Munsenberg or Muensenberger. 
Upwards of fitty bombs were finished that 
afternoon, and the work on them would ap- 
pear to have been continued up to or beyond 
the hour on that evening for which the hay- 
market meeting had beencalled. The witness 
Lehmann visited these rooms twice Tuesday 
afternoon in company with a Prussian named 
Smideke, who went there with him to buy a 
revolver. His rst visit was made at 5 
O' clock in the afternoon, at which time he 
saw there Lingg. Seliger, Huebner, and a 
person of whom he spoke as follows: One 
whose name 1 did not know; it is said that 
he is a blacksmith.” They were in the bed- 
room, and each had a cloth tied around his 
face, but the witness “vould not precisely 
see what they were doing.”’ 

It is apparent from tne testimony, as Judge 
Magruder says in his decision, that Lingg’s 
efforts in the matter of constructing bombs 
were made under the auspices of the Inter- 
natioual Association and in furtherance of 
its objects and purposes. What he did was 
merely a part of that general preparation 
which the other defendants and the groups 
already described were making for the con- 
flict expected to take place in the early part 
of May, 1886. 

A ball was given at Florus Hall, West Lake 
street, March, 1886. The proceeds were given 
to Lingg for bombs: Informer Lehman swore: 
It was unanimously resolved that we were 
to buy dynamite with it and experiment with 
it to find out how it was used, how it was 
handled. We were unanimous that someone 
should take the thing in hand, and Lingg 
was intrusted with it, and be took the money 
aod bought dynamite with it.” 

It was just about this time—to wit: the mid- 
dle of March, 1886—when Lingg first brought 
a bomb of dynamite to Seliger’s house and be- 
gan to meit and cast and make shells, as 
heretofore set forth. 

It thus appears that about two months or 
six weeks before une haymarket meeting the 
defendant Lingg was selected by certain 
members of the armed sections of the Inter- 
national groups as their agent to buy dy- 
namite with their money and experiment 
With it and learn how to use and handle it. 

Ata meeting of the Carpenters’ Union at 
Zepf’s Hall the night of May 3, 1886, Lingg is 
said to have made a lengthy report as to the 
organization of the carpenters at the differ- 
ent shops, and to have had the floor two or 
three times in the discussion of the eight- 
hour movement. The morning of May 3 
young men came to his room at Seliger’s 

ouse and had their names entered upon 
the list of the union.” He was well known 
to Bach and Spies; the former had known 
him five or 5 months. Thielen. Lehman, 
Seliger, and Herman, who were with Lingg 
Tuesday afternoon while he was filling the 
bombs, and some of whom were assisting 
him in his work, were all prominent members 
of che armed sections of the Internation- 
al groups. Huebner was the hbrarian 
of the North Side Group, and had 
charge of the distribution of Herr Most’s 
book. Seliger, with whom Lingg had board- 
ed for months and who was his main assist- 
ant in making the bombs, was a member of 
the General Committee, which stood at the 
head of ali the groups. He was present with 
Spies at a session ot that committee when 
Rau was exhibiting to its members samples 
of round and long bombs such as Linge him- 
self afterwards made. One of the Czar 
bombs, which was in the possession of Spies 
in January, 1866, was produced upon the 
trial. It is similar in all respects 
to the bombs made by Lingg and to the bomb 
which exploded at the haymarket. It con- 
sists of two semi-globular shelis fastened to- 
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| hola the fuse, just as in the bombs made by

material was found to be the same com 
manufacture as that which characterized the 
Lingg bombs and the haymarket bomb. 
“The Spies bomb,” or Czar bomb, was 
found, like the others, to consist also chiefly 
of lead with a small quantity of tin and traces 
of the same antimony, iron, i zinc. This 
circumstance, taken in connection with the 
declaration of Spies that members of the in- 
ternational groups had, by practice and ex- 
periment, demonstrated the superiority of 
compound metals in the construction of 
bombshells, points very strongly to the con- 
clusion that the Czar bomb, retained by Spies 
in his possession in January, 1886, was used 
by Lingg as a sample, and was the same 
bomb which Seliger saw at his house in 
Lingg’s hands more than six weeks before 
mar 1886. 

e morning of May 4 Lingg left Seliger’s 
house to go to a meeting on the West Side 
and did not return till 1 o’clock in the after- 
noon. Before leaving he instructed Seliger 
to go to work at the bombs, remarking that 
oe vues taken away that day. He gave 
Seliger a bolt and said that “he had not 
enough of those bolts,” and told him to go to 
Clybourn avenue ahd get there some that 
he had already sposen to the man about.“ 
About fifty of the bolts were procured in ac- 
cordance with the directions thus given. 
Seliger was engaged in the forenoon in drill- 
ing holes in the sheils already on hand for 
the bolts to pass through. He was chided by 
Lingg, upon the latter’s return, for having 

rogressed so slowly with the work, and wis 
nformed that they would have to work 
very diligently during the afternoon.” Did 
not this indicate that the conspirators ex- 
pected to use the bombs that evening?! 

The bombs made ana filled Tuesday after- 
noon and evening were carried by Lingg 
and Seliger that evening from liger’s 
house over to Neff’s Hall. The trunk or 
satchel in which they had been placed was 
carried a part of the way by Lingg and 
Seliger by means of a stick drawn through 
the handle. They were met on the way, 
however, by Muenzenberger. It was about 
ten minutes’ walk from No. 442 Sedg- 
wick street to Neff’s Hall. Neff says 
they reached his saloon ten or fifteen min- 
utes after 8 o’clock. The trunk was placed 
upon the floor and opened. Seliger says: 
‘Several persons came and took bombs. 
There were different ones there who took 
bombs out for themselves.’? He saw three 
or four take them. He himself took two and 
carried them in his pocket until after the 
explosion that night, when he buried 
them under the sidewaik on Sigel 
street, where they were afterwards found. 
Lingg and Seliger then went out of the 
buiiding, No. 58 Clybourn avenue, leaving the 
open satchel, with the bombs im it, in the 

ssageway where it had been deposited. 

uenzenberger also disappeared. o one 
there knew him. Seliger did not know his 
name, and did not learn it until some time 
afterwards. In the Arbe ter-Zeitung March 
16, 1885, one sentence is as follows: In the 
commission of a deed a comrade who does 
not live at the place of action, that is, a com- 
rade of some other place, ought, if possibility 
admits, to participate in the action: or, form- 
ulated differently, arevolutionary deed ought 
to be enacted where one is not known.”’ 

The manner in which the bombs were left 
at this particular piace and there exposed to 
view, considered in connection with all the 
other circumstances, points strongly to the 
conclusion that they were intended for the 
use ou that evening of the members of the 
conspiracy. The fact that as soon as the trunk 
was opened and deposited in the haliway 
men came forward and took bombs there- 
from indicates an expectation that bombs 
would be found at that place at that time. 
The prompt appearance of these men at No. 
58 Ciybourn avenue as soon as Lingg arrived 
there and their immediate appropriation of 
the bombs placed before them are circum- 
stauces which tend to establish the existence 
of some specific plan for the useof the 
bom bs. 

The time when the conflict between the 
workingmen and the police was to be precip- 
itated was about the Ist of May. The prepar- 
ations for the expected conflict became more 
definit as the eight-hour movement ap- 
proached its culmination. Inside of the 
general conspiracy and growing naturally 
out of it a more detailed plan was 
originated, adopted, and partially execut- 
ed. Early in the evening of May 4, 
1886, the commander of the Lehr und Wehr 
Verein rented the basement of the building 
known as Greif’s Hall, for the purpose of 
holding there on that evening a meeting of 
the armed sections of the International 
Groups. The meeting was held in pursuance 
of the arrangement so made. it was secret. 
A guard was placed in front of tne building, 
and another was also stationed in the rear to 
prevent any entrance into the basement by 
outsiders. Some seventy or eighty members 
of the “armed sections“ from the North, 
South, and West Divisions of the city were 
present. The session lasted from 8 o’clock to 
11 o’clock. 

The day before—Sunaay, May 2, 1886—at 10 
o’clock, the members of the second company 
of the Lehr und Wehr Verein and of the 
Northwest Side Group had met at Bonemian 
Hall on Emma street. On that occasion 
the defendants Engel and Fischer were 
both present. Engel had there sub- 
mitted to this Emma street meeting a plan 
of his own conception, according to ich, 
whenever it would cumeto a conflict between the 
police and the Northwestern groups, bombs 
should be thrown into the police stations, and the 
ri on of the Lehr und Wehr Verein should post 
themselves in line in a certain distance 
and whoever would come out should be 
shot down—all those that would come out of 
the station or stations, he said; then it should 
proceed in that way until we would come to the heart 
of the city. Within the heart of the city, of. 
course, the fight should commence in earnest. 
It was also arranged that the members of the 
Northwest Side groups should mutually as- 
sist themselves to make an attack upon the 

lice,” and “if any one had anything with 

um he should use it.“ This was the testi- 
mony of Waller. 

Monday, May 3, 1886, Engel and Fischer were 
also present at the meeti in the basement 
of Greit's Hall, and actively participated in 
the proceedings there taken. Among those 
assembled at this meeting there had been dis- 
tributed a circular written that afternoon 
by the defendant Spies, known as the Re- 
venge Circular.“ It called upon the work- 
men to arm themselves and ‘avenge the 
atrocious murder which had been com- 
mitted upon your brothers today, ahd which 
will likely be committed upon you tomorrow.” The 
contents of the circular were discussed and 
suggestions were made as to what should be 
done within the next few days. Engel then pre- 
sented to the representatives of all the 

roups the plan which had been accepted, at 

is suggestion, the day before by the North- 
west Side Group alone. There was some op- 
position to it. he plan of Engel was, however, 
Jinally ad pted. 

The signal for the inauguration of the at- 
tacks upon the police, Fischer suggested, was 
to be the German word Ruhe.“ His proposi- 
tion was agreed to. By the terms of it, when- 
ever the word Ruhe should appear in the 
letter-box column of the Arbeiter- Zeitung 
it was to be understood that the 80 
cial revolution” had begun. The dupli- 
canon of that word in the paper 
named was to be a signal to the mem- 
bers of the armed sections of the various 
groups that they were to arm themseives 
and repair to certain specified meeting- 

laces, and, when they should there be in- 

ormed by report from a committee herein- 

after named that a collision or conflict had 
taken place between the police and the work- 
ingmen, they were then to proceed to attack 
the stations and the policemen therein with 
bombs and rifles, as already stated. 

At the meeting of the armed sections Mon- 
day night the arrangement was made for a 
mass-meeting W evening ac the hay- 
market square. Fischer, Spies’ man, fixed 
the date and place. Ruhe,“ the signal 
word, is in Spies’ handwriting. A resoiu- 
tion was passed that the details of the plan, 
adopted by those present, Monday night 
should be communicated to absent members 
who could be relied upon. tudulph Schnau- 
bolt, the thrower of the bomb Tuesday night, 
suggested that the plan adopted should also 
be communicated to comrades living in other 
cities, “so that the revolution be com- 
menced in other as well as in © ' 
Fischer, in the discussion Monday nigh 
assigned as a reason why the propo 
mass-meeting should not oe held at Mar- 
ket Square that the latter place was a 
„ mouse-trap.“ This remark, under all the 
circumstances of the case, could have had no 
other meaning than that the conflict which 
was expected to occur might be too easily

arket Square. If the assemblage was to be 
entirely peaceable and lawful in iis character 
it could make no difference whether the 
place of its meeting was a mouse-trap” or 
not.

Thatthe fight was expected to 
take place ator near the haymarket would 
appear from the fact that assoon as the 
stations were blown up the armed men and 
the workmen joining them should march “ to 
the heart of city,“ where the fight would 
commence in earnest. The haymarket was in 
the heart of the city. Lingg stated to Seliger 
Tuesday night that there should be made a 
disturbance everywhere on the Nortn Side to 
revent tne police from going over on the 
est Side.” Lingg wanted to throw one of 
his bombs ata passing police patrol wagon 
that night at 100’clock. Seliger would not 
give him the fuse to ignite it. 

The same committee whica had charge of 
the haymarket meeting and had the power 
to cali together the armed men at their meet- 
ing-places by the insertion of we word 
„Ruhe in the Arbveiter-Zeitung was also in- 
structed to attend at the haymarket and from 
there carry early reports to their meeting- 
places. The thing they were to report to the 
armed men was a conflict with the police. 
As they were to attend at the haymarket and 
report ‘rom there a conflict must have been 
expected there. 

That tce plan adopted Monday night, with 
its provision for bomb-throwing, shooting, 
meeting-places, signal, committee, mass- 
meeting, communication with absent mem- 
bers was, part of the conspiracy of murder 
there is not the slightest doubt. 

And now as to the actual throwing of the 
bomb,which has been proved to be of canes 
manufacture. It is apparent,“ says the Su- 
preme Court, “ from a review of the evidence, 
that just such an attack was made at the 
haymarket as was contemplated and ar- 
ranged for by the conspiracy of Monday 
night. First, a bomb was thrown among the 
policemen ; next, shots were fired into their 
ranks by armed men belonging to the organi- 
zations heretofore described, and who had 
been gathered around the wagon during the 
evening; in the order of time the shooting 
occurred a few seconds after the bomb ex- 
ploded. This is the order in which the 
onset with the two different kinds of weap- 
ons was to be made according to the terms 
of the conspiracy. The mode of attack 
as made corresponded with the mode of 
attack as planned. The meeting was 
not called to order until half-past 
8 or 9 o’clock, although the hour stated 
in the handbills was half-past 7. It 
was not actualiy opened until Lingg had de- 

sited the bomb at No. 58 Clybourn avenue. 

e was evicently slow in his operations. 
Mrs. Seliger says that her husband, and 
Lingg, and Hueber, and Hinlen, and Her- 
munn. and some otners whose names she did 
not know were at work on the bombs at her 
house until half-past 7 o’clock. From the 
fact that Seliger aud Lingg were met on their 
way to Neff’s Hall by Merenburg, the biack- 
smith, it would appear that the latter had 
been sent forward to hasten their move- 
ments.“ 

The witness Gilmer swore that Spies struck 
and lighted the fuse of the bomb in the hand 
of Rudolph Schnaubelt, and that Schnaubelt 
applied the match and threw the bomb into 
the midst of the police. Gilmer says that he 
came to the haymarket meeting at about a 
quarter before 10 o’clock; that he had been 
on the South Side and was going to his home 
on the West Side, and stopped at the 
meeting on his way; that he went up 
from Randoloh 1 on the east side 
of Desplaines, while Fielden was speak 
ing. and stood between the lamp-post on the 
southeast corner of the alley and Desplaines 
street and the wagon—near the east end of 
the wagon; thathe stepped back into the 
alley on the north side thereof, and noticed 
some — opposit him on the south side of 
the alley who were talking in German, and 
whose conversation he did not understand;

the bomb, but knew him by sight, as he had 
seen him several times at meetings at uiffer- 
ent places in the city. When shown a photo- 
graph of Schnaubeit he said: I say that is 
— man that threw the bomb out of the al- 
ey. 

When asked who the man was that came 
from the wagon toward the group referred 
to and lighted a match, be pointed to the de- 
fendant Spies and said: That is the man 
right there. The defense have admitted that 
a match was lighted in the alley at this time, 
but claim that it was struck by a laborer in 
order to light his pipe. 

Every witness examined by the defense to 
discredit the testimony of Gilmer broke 
down on cross-examination. He was corrob-

Schwab: Do you think one is enough, or 
hadn’t we better get more!“ that they came 
out of the alley and walked together west 
on Randolph street to the southwest 
corner of Randolph and Halsted streets, 
where they entered the thickest of a 
crowd of about twenty-five men, remaining 
there some three miuutes, and then returning 
to Desplaines street; that, onthe way back, 
the word ‘police’? was again used, and 
Schwab said to Spies: Now, if they come we 
will give it to them“; that, upon their return, 
Rudolph Schnaubelt met them on the side- 
walk near the wagon and Spies handed 
Schnaubelt something which the latter put 
in his pocket on the right-hand side; that 
Spies then mounted the -wagon and began to 
speak; and just after him Schnaubeit also 
mounted the wagon and sat upon it with his 
hands in his pockets until Fielden began to 
speak, when the witness left. 

The witness did not know what it was that 
was handed to Sennaubelt, but upon the as- 
sumption that he telis the truth, it was evi- 
dently something that was to be used against 
a body of policemen, and, as a bomb with a 
projecting fuse is made to be thrown into a 
crowd of men, the jury looking at the circum- 
stances here noted in the light of the other 
facts and circumstances developed by the 
tesumony in the case were warranted in be- 
lieving that the thing given to Scnnaubelt 
was a bomb.

AMONG THE RAILROADS, 


End of the Tripartite Agreement Near 
The Union Pacific Dissatisfied. 

After many trials and vicissitudes it looks 
now as if the old tripartite combination had 
at last come w the end of its rope. Compli- 
cations have lately arisen between the roads 
forming this combination which are likely to 
cause @ collapse of the agreement. The 
Union Pacihe, which, under the old agree. 
ment, has been getting 45 per centof the 
througb rate from its Eastern allies—Ruck 
Island, Milwaukee & St. Paul, and Wabash 
has notified Commissioner E. P. Vining 


t it will no lunger accept that proportion 
ofthe rate, but would insist upon * Pe por 
tion of 30 per cent of the through rate, 
As the Eastern allies of the Union Paci do 
bave for some time past been dissatisfied 
with the results of the compact, they are not 
likely to accept the proposition of the Union 
Pacific. It is more than probable that they 
will embrace this opportunity to terminate 
the tripartite agreement. The condition of 
the various tr! ite roads has materially 
changed since the compact was made. The 
Wabash has since been dismembered and 18 
no longer entitled to the Same percentage as 
the Rock Island and St. Paul Roads. The 
Rock Island has since that time built exten- 
sions into Nebraska and Kansas and is no 
longer dependent upon the Union Pacific 
for an outlet west of the Missouri River. 
The Union Pacific, it is claimed, is now more 
than ever dependent upon its tern allies 
for an outlet to Chicago, and its strange ac- 
tion in giving notice that it wants an in- 
creased percentage fails to be comprehended 
by Western railroad managers. It is the 
opinion of most of them that Vice-President 
Potter, who has never been friendly to the 
combination, means to get more than he is 
entitled to or else make an independent fight 
for the Nebraska business. 


The War on Soft Coal Rates to the North- 
west. 


The lines between Chicago and Northwest- 
ern points are getting sick of the prevailing 
low rates on softcoal. The rate from Chi- 
cago, Spring Valley, Streator, Wilmington, 
La Salle, and all Northern Illinois 
and Indiana mining points is only % 
cents per 100 pounds to St. Paul and 
Minneapolis. As the roads from the mining 
towns to Chi charge 40 cents per ton, tne 
roads between Chicago and St. Paul get but 
55 cents per ton as their proportion from 
Chicago to St. Paul. The cause for the exist- 
ing demoralization is a dispute between the 
mee ae and the Milwaukee & St. Paul 
re ng e rate per ton 
charged. The Chicago & 
claims the right to make the same rate per 
ton per mile from Spring Valley and Chicago 
as is made by the other roads from Streator, 
Wumington, Braidwood, La Salle, and other 
soft-coal mining points. The Milwaukee & 
St. Paul insists that the Northwestern has no 
right to make such rate. Consequently the 
Northwestern has met every rate on which 
other roads prorated from the mining 
points, from Chicago and Spring Valiey, 
until the 95 cent rate now prevailing was. 
reached. The Northwestern would have to 
make a rate of 55 cents per ton to meet the 

roportion accepted by the Milwaukee & St. 
Paul, but this 1s a lower rate than it feels in- 
clined to make. After many futile efforts to 
bring about a meeting of the managers of 
the various road, interested in this traffic, 
Chairman Faithorn of the Western and 
Northwestern Railway Freight Bureau has 
at last succeeded in arranging for a meeti 
at his office next Thursday for the purpose o 
effecting a settlement of the existing compli- 
cations. As the roads have been carrying 
the business at a loss for some time past, it is 
believed that a compromise now be ef- 
fected and rates established on a paying 
basis.

OBITUARY. 


William Cutting Grant, the Well-Known 
Lawyer. 

Mr. William C. Grant, the well-known law- 
yer, died yesterday afternoon at5o’clock at 
his residence, No. 1610 Indiana avenue. His 
death was entirely unexpected, as he was in 
his office Friday in good health and spirits 
attending to his regular duties. Late in the 
day, however, he was taken with what he 
supposed was a seyere attack of indigestion. 
As the symptoms bécame severe, the tamily 
physician, Dr. Ludlam, was summoned. The 
practitioner reached the same conclu- 
sion as the patient, and adminis- 
tered the usual remedies. Yesterday 
morning Mr. Grant was much worse, and 
several doctors were called in consultation, 
among them Drs. Brooks and Johnson. Not- 
withstanding their efforts he sank rapidly 
and expired atthe hour mentioned. As yet 
the exact cause of his death has not been de- 
termiued. 


(William Cutting Grant was the son of Peter 
and Dolly (Ware) Grant, and was born at Lyme, 
N. H.. Oct. 8, 1829. His grandfather, Jonn Grant, 
with William W. Cutting and others of Lyme, 
Conn., went up the Connecticct River in 1767,when 
they founded and settled the Town of Lyme, 
naming itafter the old Lyme in Connecticut. 
His great-grandfather was Matthew Grant, who 
settied at an early day in Dorchester, Mass., but 
subsequently removed to Windsor, Conn. In 
1831 the parents of William Grant. who was then 
not 2 years of age, removed from Lyme, N. H., 
to a farm in Troy, Orleans County, Vt., where 
Peter Grant died in 1835 at the age of 40 years, 
William being about 6 years of age at the time. 
His mother continued to reside onthe farm for 
about six years, during which time William 
attended the common schools. She was mar- 
ried a second time to Raymond Hale and subse- 
qoeety removea with him to Chelsea, Vt. At 

helsea William worked on the farm in the sum- 
mer; attended the village school in the winter 
and the high or select school in the fall, and 
made such rapid progress in his studies that in 
the winter following his sixteenth birthday he 
was thought qualified for teaching, licensed for 
that purpose, and employed in teaching a district 
school. This new employment afforded him the 
means of gratifying a long cherished desire for 
better opportunities for an education, and 
he made the most of them. He devoted himself 
constantly to preparation for college, except that 
during four months of each winter of both his 
preparatory and collegiate course he was en- 
* in teaching a district school, either in 

assachusetts or Vermont, by which service he 
acquired the means of substantially maintain 
himself both at the academy and at Dartmou 
College, which institution he entered at the com- 
mencement of 1847 in a class of sixty-five, with 
which class he graduated with credit to himself 
and his class 1851. After graduating Mr, 
Grant was engaged as Principal of Andover 
Academy at Andover, N. H., until the close of 
the spring term of 1852, when he was invited to 
become the first Principal of the Howe School at 
Bellerica, Mass. Mr. Grant continued in the 
successful management of this school as Princi- 
pal until the close of the summer term of 1855, 
when he resigned his position as teacher. For 
some time previous to his resignation he had de- 
voted all the time he could spare from the con- 
duct ofa large school to the study of the law, 
which had become his chosen pursuit for life. 
He therefore immediately entered the law office 
of the late Hon. William B. Hebard of Chelsea, 
Vt. After one year’s constant study Mr. 
Grant was, in the summer of § 1855, 
examined and admitted to practice at the 
bar of the State of Vermont, and in September 
following entered the senior class of the law 
school at Harvard College, where he remained 
until the spring of 1857, when he removed to Chi- 
2 to engage in the practice ot his profession. 
arriving at Chicago in the spring of 1857 Mr. 
Grant was gratified to find his friend and class- 
mate, the late Hon. Charies Hitchcock, by whom 
he was introduced to the law firm of Messrs. 
Williams & Woodbridge, into whose office he en- 
tered for the purpose of reading up the statutory 
law and of qualifying himself for the local prac- 
tice. After afew weeks’ time expended in this 
direction he opened in the ay following 
a law office, and commenced the prac- 
tice of his profession alone, but soon 
was invited by Messrs. Williams & Wood- 
bridge to become a partner in their firm. which 
invitation was accepted, and it thereupon be- 
came Williams, Woodbridge & Grant, and so 
continued until June, 1863, when the senior mem- 
ber of the firm, the Hon. Erastus S. Williams. 
was elected Judge of the Circuit Court, compris- 
ing Cook ana Lake Counties, and thereafter Mr. 
Grant was associated with John Woodbridge, 
under the firm name of Woodbridge & Grant, un- 
til May, 1867. Mr. Grant continued the practice 
of law alone for some years, and until May, 1871. 

From 1871 to 1880 he was connected with Will- 
iam H. Swift, when Matthew P. Brady was ad- 
mitted as a partner, in the firm of Grant, Swift 
& Brady. is firm continued until May, 18-3, 
when Mr. Swift retired, since which time he had 
been associated with Mr. — had —— 
been engaged in a general practice, the principa 
feature of which had been — estate 
and chancery business, together with commercial 
and corporation law. He was recognized as one 
of the ablest lawyers of the Chicago bar. and 
was held in high esteem by both bench and bar 
as a thoroughly educated lawyer, a successful 
advocate, and a reliablecounselor. He was mar- 
ried in 1861 to Jennie A. McCallum, daughter of 
Mrs. Rebecca M. Seymour, and had two children 
by her, both sons. In politics he wasa stanch 
Republican, having never voted any other ticket. 
In religion he w&s a liberal orthodox, having de- 
come a member of the Congregational Church of 
Chelsea in his youth, but having transferred his 
church relations to the Presb when he 
came to Chicago.]

There is now stopping in the city for a short 
time a woman who has led a very noteworthy 
life. She is well known to many of the ante- 
fire residents of the city, and the mention of 
her name will undoubtedly bring to remem- 
brance wedding parties, dinners, and suppers 
that Lucullus might have envied, and which 
Brillat-Savarin would have adjudged worthy 
of a high place in the records of gastronmy. 
The lady is Mrs. Anna J. Johnson, who 
twenty years ago keptthe Maison Dorée on 
the northeast corner of Wabash avenue and 
Monroe street. Then she catered in the 
highest style of the caterer’s art to the gastro- 

nomic tastes of the best 
and wealthiest people 
of Chicago. She had 


large rooms and par- 
lors, a fine hall, match- 
less table furniture

ot waiters, and the

e the markets afforded. 
Then it was the cus- 
tom of the rich of that 
day to give entertainments to their friends, 
and there the Scammons, the Bryans, the 
Honorés, the Kimbarks, the Wheelers, and 
a host of others, all rich then, some of 
them still, often reveived their friends. 
It was a famous piace, with a reputa- 
tion in two hemispheres, for distinguished 
foreigners were sometimes entertained 
there. It was the rivalof the best restau- 
rants in New York,and often called the 
Delmonico’s of the West. Men now growing 
gray remember still with delight the days of 
their golden youth, when no day was quite 
complete unless concluded with a supper at 
Mrs. Johnson’s Maison Dorée. Mrs. Johnson 
was the wife of William J. John- 
son, who is also still remembered 
as a good fellow.” Liberal and 

nerous, with his hand always in his ket 

e never lacked for friends as long as he had 
acent. The time came when he did not have 
so many triends, but as he shortly after that 
passed away to a place where money doesn’t 
count he did not feel their loss. 

Mrs. Johnson’s maiden name was Anna J. 
Semple, and she was born of respecta- 
ble Catholic paren in the orth 
of Ireland. near Belfast, in the year 
1882, She came to the United States 
when she was 14 years of age. She married 
Mr. Johnson, who was a confectioner, and 
after residing in various places in the East 
and also in Cincinnati for a time they came 
to Chicago in 1861. Here they opened a con- 
fectionery store and restaurant, first on the 
corner of Madison and Clark streets and 
afterwards at No. 85 Clark street, next to 
Bryan Hall, then the largest and most popu- 
lar public hall of amusement in the city. 
During the next few years Mrs. Johnson 
achieved a fine reputation as a cateré?, and 
in 1867 she teased the northeast cor- 
ner of Wabash avenue and Monroe street, 
160 feet by 180, where she established the 
Maison Dorée. The lease she obtained on 
this property was for twenty years with the 
— of ten more, at a rental which was 
considered very reasonable in those days. 
Here she made her house famous and for 
three years conducted her affairs prosperous- 
ly, her business qualifications being of 
a high order. he was, with a 
woman of piety, but 
and business care was thrown upon her. 
Embarrassmeuts at last came and financial 
trouble, but the lease she had was valuable. 
In 1869 she sold a half interest in her lease to 
Edwin Lee Brown and his brother Franklin 
Brown, as she says, with the understanding 
that they were either to improve tne property 
at an outlay of $175,000 or sell the lease for not 
less than ,000. She employed a lawyer, 
Mr. Hugh A. White, to look after her 
interests as legal adviser. Under advice 
and to relieve pressing financial obliga- 
tions she borrowed money at high rates 
of interest, giving chattel-mortgage security 
on all her personal property. In 1871 busi- 
ness matters with her came toacrisis. The 
chattel mortgage was foreclosed, and every- 
thing was swept away from ber. During the 
time these affdirs were culminating her 
mental and spiritual struggles were very 

eat. She prayed for death. She thought 

ow easy it would be to end all with a simple 
leap from the breakwater into the lake, 
aon then she thought of her two 
children, and that restored her courage, and 
she resolved to face every trial before her. 
At this time, she says, she had 3 vision. 
Torn with doubts and depressed with tears 
she cried out in her agony, “My God, my 
God, why hast thou forsaken me.” Then 
she says, In a moment as it were I was en- 
veloped in a blaze of light and before me lay 
a babe, the most perfect that eyes ever be- 
held. It seemed to me as though 
I had been lifted out of the darkest 
dun into the brightest sunlight. And 
while I was gazing on this beauti- 
ful babe, feeling that I could not 
see enough of its beauty, a voice said me, 
Fear not; thy prayers have been heard, I 
am thy Savior. and thou art my child. In

Three days after this vision her perty 
was sold, and she was left without a home, 
but she bore it all with calmness. The day 
after the sale she suffered with headache, 
which, continuing, she sent for her 
physician, Dr. Small Sr. He came and pre- 
scribed, ang sickness was the result 
of the sale. n after this she sank away 
into a condition which the doctors called 
catalepsy, but which she declares was actual 
death. She was conscious of everything 
going on about her, could hear the physicians 
and attendants converse, but could neither 
move nor speak. She remained in this con- 
dition twenty-six hours. This was May 6, 
1871, and from that day to this she has main- 
tained and believes that she died at that 
time all the death she will ever die, 
that she gave her soul to God, and that her 
body 1s God’s temple, just as all bodies could 
become if perfect trust was placed in the 
Lord. She says now that her physicians and 
friends said she was insane, but she only 
wishes that all the world was as insane as 
she is. Then indeed it would be a perfect 


world.

She does not ask any fee 
for her services, and is content with what- 
ever offering a patient may bring, or without 
any if he brings none, and in that respect dif- 
fers from the Christian scientists general] 
who make a uniform charge of 2 
for every treatment. Mrs. Johnson is a 
pleasing woman, with beautiful eyes, and 
gray hair, and her manner is quiet and full 
of repose. Her voice is sweet and low, an 
excellent thing in woman. She has a —— 
North of Ireland accent, which lends an added 
charm to what she says. She is no longer a 
Catholic, nor does she belong to any church 
except the church universal Christ, 
She says that when she first became im- 
— with her power she went to 
ishop Foley and tried to get his ad- 
vice. She told him her experiences, 
and wanted him to test her and 
find out the truth. She asked him to take 
her to any of the sick in the church that she 
might cure them by simply asking God to 
heal the soul and body. But the Bishop was 
incredulous and gave her no help, so she left 
him, 2 herself free from the church 
and out of its pale.

TREASURY YESTERDAY.

Our Trade with China — American Manu- 
facturers Show a Lack of Enterprise— 
European Countries Scheming to Secure 
Money from the Celestials— Sioux In- 
dians Make an Appeal to President 
Cleveland — Greeks Flecking to Our 
Shores—Sam Small in Washington. 

Wasnixorox, D. C., Sept. 24.— The agegre- 

gate amount of bonds purchased by the 
Treasury today was $1,900,350, including 
$522,620 4s and $1,377,700 444 per cents. 
New York sold $662,850, Philadelphia $15,450, 
Washington $29,150, Boston $922,000, Will- 
ijamsport, Pa., $100,000, Pittsburg $80,000, 
Portland, Me., $90,000, and Topeka, Kas., 
$140,000. The offers of other cities were of 
small amounts. Applications for prepay- 
ment of interest on $20,000 registered bonds 
were received at the Treasury today, making 
the total to date $95,632,150. 


OUR TRADE WITH CHINA. 

Minister Denby, in a report to the De- 
partment of State, says one of the chief 
impediments to the opening of new branchés 
of trade with the Chinese is the ignorance 
of our manufacturers of the needs and 
tastes of the Chinese. He cites hard- 


ware as an example, saying that Chinese 
hardware. though cheap, 18 very in- 
ferior, and that if our manufacturers knew 
the tastes of the Chinese they could produce 
articles far superior in quality and at com- 
peting prices. It is also an undoubted fact, 
he says, shat among the natural products of 
China there are many which wouid be useful 
and salable in America were their uses bet- 
ter known. Some of the European nations, 
especially France, Germany, and Belgium, 
are beginning to look more closely after the 
Chinese trade than formerly. They are es- 
tablishing exhibitions where the novelties of 
Chinese production can be made known, 
while a French syndicate has established an 
exhibition of French products in China. 


GREEKS FLOCKING TO OUR SHORES. 

Consul Moffett, at Athens, reports to the 
State Department that within the last few 
weeks many applications have been made to 
him by young men for transportation to 
America. The report has somehow got abroad 
that there is a demand in America for Greek 
laborers; that money is to be had in abun- 
dance; and that the American Government 
will furnish transportation. Mr. Moffett has 
tried in vain to discover the source of this 
delusion. The —— who make application 
are neither mechanics nor agriculturists, and 
would not make desirable additions to our 
population. They have no purpose to be- 
come citizens, but hope to acquire fortunes 
and return to live upon the interest in idle- 
ness. The Greek Government discourages 
emigration; the Greek Consul in New York 
has warned his countrymen of the sufferings 
they are likely to experience in New York, 
and the Greek press has spread the warning 
broadcast, but all without apparent effect. 
Mr. Moffett incloses a report from Consular 
Agent McDowell at Pirwus, who estimates 
that 300 persons have sailed for America 
from that port during the last two months. 
He says these people mortgage or sell their 
possessions, leave their families, and when 
they reach America settle in the large cities, 
and begin petty trading on the streets. They 
live on next to nothing, and when they have 
accumulated, say , esteem themselves 
wealthy. With this they return to their 
homes, place their earnings out at usury, and 
live in sumptuous idleness. 

A PLEA FROM THE INDIANS. 

In a memorial to the President leading 
members of the Sioux nation say: 

An order sent by the Hon. J. D. C. Atkins, 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs, isas follows: 
In all schools conducted by missionary or- 
ganization it is required that all instruction 
shall be given in the English language. In- 
struction in the Dakota language will not be 
ve The rule or to all schools on 

ndian reservations, whether they be Gov- 
ernment or mission schools. The instruction 
of the Indian in the vernacular 1s not only of 
no use to them, but it is detrimental to the 
cause of their education and civilization.” 

We would honestiy tell you, with our own 
understanding, as follows: 

1, Because the whole of the Holy Bible is 
translated into the language of the Dakotas. By 
learning it a good — have been quieted down 
in Christian homes and civilized ways.

A DEFEAT FOR THE NORTHERN PACIFIC. 

Acting Secretary Muldrow today denied 
the motion filed by the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road Company asking a review and reversal 
of the departmental decision of Aug. 15, 1887, 
in the matter of restoring to the public 
domain land hitherto withdrawn for 
indemnity purposes under the grant. It 
is alle by counsel for the company that 
the Secretary erred in denying to 
the company the right to select indemnity 
lands outside the State or Territory in which 
the loss occurred; and in denying that the 
joint resoluuon of May 31, 1870, established a 
second and additional indemnity-belt beyond 
the first. Upon the first point the Acting 
Secretary says that the language of the grant- 
ing act in this case does net differ from that 
of nearly ali the land-grants made by Con- 
gress for similar purposes, and which have 
been decided over and over again by the Su- 
preme Court to be present grants of lands in

therein. As to the second point the Acting 
Secretary says: 

Stri —— of its verbiage, this act (joint resolu- 
tion of ay 31, 1870) provides that in case of loss 
of lands within the limits prescribed by its char- 
ter the company shall receive other lands within 
ten miles on each side of said road beyond the 
limits prescribed in said charter. It 1s insisted 
that the words “limits prescribed by 
its charter” and “limits prescribed by said 
charter mean two entirely different things; that 
the first means the granted, or twenty and forty 
mile limits, while the second meaus the indem- 
nity, or thirty and fifty mile limits, on each side 
of the road.

STILL IN QUARANTINE, 


One Child Not Expected to Live, but Ne SS 2 


Others as Yet Afflicted by the Des- 


The Cabin Passengers Still on Board the 


Scourge in Italy—Canadian Authorities 
Fearful that Their Precautions Are Not 
Sufficient. 


New York, Sept. 24.~— . 
Knile, General Agent of cae 
said this morning that he had given orders 
last night for three days’ provisions to be 
sent to Hoffman and Swinburne Is] 
where the passengers of the Alesia, whi 
brought cholera to this country, are being 
kept. Noofficial record had been received 
at quarantine this morning about the 
cholera victims at Swinburne Island, nor 
from Hoffman Island, as cable connection be- 


tween those islands and quarantine is cutoff. 


A man from Swinburne Isiand said that the 
3-year-old child was not expected to live. At 
the office of tne Bureau of Contagious 
Diseases in Mott street this morning it wag 
learned that the health of the city was never 
better than at present. There are no cases 


‘of measles and very few of diphtheria and 


typhoid fever. 

In case a stray case of cholera. should get 
within the city limits the clothes of the 
patient would be immediately burned, and 
he would be at once removed to either 
Dix’s or North Brother's Island. The officers 
have not the slightest fear of an epi- 
demic. The season of the year, they say, 
is propitious for the arrest of diarrheal 
diseases. The three cabin passengers 
remain on the steamship and will undergo 
quarantine on board her, except they are at- 
tacked with the disease. The Rev. Dr. Hay- 
ward, one of them, a clergyman, is very much 
annoyed by his detention. Superintendent 
Montaigne, ia 0 of the Observation 
Hospital on Hoffman Island, began early this 
morning the work of disinfecting the 

of the passengers and also of thorou 
5 —. those who had not shown any 
symptoms of the disease. 

The sailors of the steamship were hard at 
work cleaning up the vessel so that she could 
be fumi * by the health officer’s assist- 
ants. r. Elweil thought it would not be 
necessary to fumigate all the cargo, but 
Health Officer Smith seems to think that it 
will have to be disinfected. 

The Alesia is still anchored in the lower 
bay near the Quarantine Islands.

MR. CHAMBERLAIN’'S MANIFESTO. 


Supporting Balfour and the Crimes Act— 
The Suppression of the League. 

Lonpon, Sept. 24.— [New York Mail and 
Express Cable.|—Mr. Chamberlain's speech 
lastevening at the private meeting of the 
Birmingham Radical Union was intended as 
a manifesto of the Radical Unionists, pub- 
lishing their attitude in the present crisis in 
Irish affairs ang supporting Mr. Balfour's 
application of the Crimes act and his method 
of putting it in operation. For some time 
past Gladstonian speakers and the Liberal 
ress have been spreading reports that 
e Liberal Unionists would take 
sides with the Liberais when the results 
of the operation of the Crimes biil were 
known, and would evince their antagonism 
to the Government’s policy in Ireland by de- 
nouncing Balfour and his executive conduct. 
Appeals have therefore been made to Mr. 
Chamberlain and Lord Hartington as the 
leaders of the two uncertain factions to ex- 
plain their position ami the sentiment of 
their followers in the matter. Mr. Chamber- 
lain, consequently, with the full assent and 
concurrence of d Hartingt n. prepared 
last night’s address as a response to these de- 
mands. He spoke so explicitly in behalf of 
the Ministerial course that he left not a shad- 
ow of doubt of the entire readiness of 
the Radicals and the  Hartington- 
ians to prove of the most rigorous 
use by e Dublin executive of the 
8 which have been conferred on them 
y the Coercion iaw. The effect of Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s utterances were instant and de- 
cided. The meeting was unanimous in favor 
of adopting resolutions denouncing, not Mr. 
Balfour, but the English Liberal members of 
the House of Commons for assisting the Irish 
National League in its opposition to the Gov- 
ernment. This behavior of the Birmingham 
Radicals foreshadows the action of the Gov- 
ernment in dealing with the Engiish sup- 
porters of the Irish patriots. The Dublin 
executive will be ordered to seize the first 
chance on any substantial ground to arrest 
Englishmen in Ireland who may be found 
actively aiding the Parnellites. > 

The suppression of the league and its 
branches, which has been 80 vigorously en- 
tered upon by the autborities, is more sudden 
than was expected. it was not supposed that 
the Conservatives would be in so greata 
hurry to in the most violent and whole- 
sale use of their new self-imposed power. 


What Mr. Morley Thinks. 

Loxpox, Sept. 24.—Mr. John Morley, speak- 
ing at Newcastle today, repudiated the no- 
tion that there was any split between himself 
and the Gladstonian party. as long 
as Mr. Gladstone adhered to th 
cause of freedom and justice, so long 
would he support him. His views on 
the Irish questiomhe said were unchanged. 
The Government had failed to deal satis- 
factorily with the Irish question. Notwith- 
standing all its promises and pledges it had 
adopted a shameless and an unexampied 
course. This Parliament would be kvown 
as the Unblessed Parliament.” In the 
House of Commons and in Ireland 
everything had been done to stifie discussion. 
Attempts were made to bewilder and mislead 
the public mind by legal generalities and polit- 
ical platitudes that were not worth the snuff 
of a candie. Such conduct would never 
satisfy the aspirations of Irishmen. As for 
the trouble at Mitchellstown, if the meeting 
held there was illegal it ought to have been 
proclaimed. 


The Object of Davitt's Visit. 

Detroit, Mich., Sept. 24.—Tne Rev. Dr. 
Charles O'Reilly, Treasurer of the National 
League in America, said today that there is 
no foundation for the report sent out from 
Lonaon this morning that Mr. Davitt was 
coming to this country to endeavor to repair 
tte damages done to the league's finances by 
the American tour of Mr. O’Brien. Dr. 
O' Reilly said that since the last convention 
he bas received and remitted to Ireland about 
$65,000, and there have been years in the his- 
tory of the league when there has not been 
as much money contributed as during the 
last six months. The league, he says, has 
never been in a more healthy condition. There 
have been times when the contributions were 
larger than they are at present, but it has 
been during election times. Under ordinary 
exigencies the league never was better. Dr. 
O'Reilly has received a message to the effect 
that Arthur O’Connor and Sir Thomas Es- 
monde sail today on the Arizona for America 
under league management.

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ARMY OF THE FRENCH. 


AN OPINION FROM AN AMERICAN 
GENERAL CONCERNING IT. 


Little to Be Learned from the Recent 
Maneuvres—Several Officers Likely to 
Be Removed—litaly and the Fope— An 
Indignant Feeling Against Col. Hughes- 
Haliett—General Intelligence from Over 
the Sea. 


Paris. Sept. 24.—| New York World Cable. ] 
—Gen. Baird and Col. Hasbrouck, U. S. A., 
arrived from the south of France this morn- 
ing. In speaking of the maneuvres of the 
French army, at which both gentiemen as- 
sisted as the invited guests of France, Gen. 
Baird said: The maneuvres were interest- 
ing, dut 1 do not think they were very in- 
structive. Wedid not see enough. Every 
morning we would rise at 7 o’clock, and, 
after our coffee, ride some ten or twenty 
miles. Now and then we would come to a 
briage with a placard affixed: This 


bridge is burned,” or to 2a pontoon 
bridge across a stream alongside of a 
substantial stone structure over which the 
troops really passed, though they were sup- 
posed to have used the former. The country 
was heavily wooded, and we could not see 
very much of the review. The last day gave 
more scope for observation. 1 thought the 
infantry marched well, though hardly with 
British precision. The men do not hold 
themselves as erect. The cavalry made a 
fine display, but owing to the tendency of 
their horses to gallop the men did not keep in 
rank. I do not think the soldiers were to 
blame in this regard.” 

The whole matter, according to the Gen- 
eral, was not treated as seriously as could 
have been expected. The experiment showed 
that the French troops were well drilled, but 
there was hardly an opportunity to show 
what they really could in case of war. 
Both the American representatives were 
treated in the most hospitabie manner. Gen. 
Baird said it was a campaign of dinners. 

Two German officers, attachésof the Ger- 
man Legation, were with the party. They 
observ everything keenly. Another in- 
terested spectator was Prince Kamuatzu of 
Japan. This Prince expressed the greatest 
delight in ail American institutions, and 18 
highly delighted with his recent trip 
to the Unitea States. He speaks En- 

lish fluently, but canpot speak French. 

‘he South America Generals were 
much pleased with the experiments. 

Gen. Ferron gave a dinner last night to the 

visiting officers. No speeches were made. 
A great many of the visiting officers attend- 
ed the experiments in citizens’ dress, which 
caused much comment among the peasantry. 
Gen. Baird wore an undress uniform and 
was taken by a great ene peasants to be 
Bismarck in disguise, and in one instance 
suffered much inconvenience thereby. Col. 
Hasbrouck and Gen. Baird sai] Oct. 8 for 
New York. 
‘The Pranzini skin incident has caused 
much excitement in Paris. It has been as- 
certained that a laboratory attendant named 
Gadenet had secured a piece of Pranzini’s 
skin from the dissecting-room and presented 
it to Rossignol, a noted detective. Rossignot 
in turn had the skin made into two pocket- 
books, elegantly lined with red satin. These 
ghastly trophies he presented to M. Tayior 
and M. Goron, assistants of the Chief of Po- 
lice, as tokens of friendship. They had asked 
Rossignot for some souvenir of Pranzini, 
and he said he could not think of anyth.ng 
more acceptable or appropriate. Rossignot 
has been suspended, and there is a great 
commotion in police headquarters. 

Roger Bogni, an influential Italian, ex-Min- 
ister of Public Instruction and Deputy of the 
Italian Parliament, arrived in Paris Sunday. 
In an interview Bogni said, relative to the 
recent brochure on the letter to Leo XIII.: 
think the brochure was clever, and agree 
with the writer that a reconciliation be- 
tween Italy and the Papacy is advisable, but 
it will never be under the conditions that the 
brochure proposes. Italy will not permit the 
temporal power of the 2 in Rome. The 
surrender of Rome by Italv to the Pope 
would be the death-knel of the Italian Gov- 
ernment. It would be easier for France 
to transfer its Capital to another city 
than Paris than for Italy to change 
its seat of government. I do not think that 
public opinion will ever change. Romans 
would never stand another Papal King. The 
Rome of the Popes exists no more. There is 
only one means of reconciliation—let the 
Pope acknowledge the right of Italy to Rome 
and Italy will acknowledge nis right to the 
spiritual rule of Rome. The protection of 
foreign Powers over the Pope cannot be de- 
pended upon. Ihe history of the past shows 
that they have made the Pope the tool to fur- 
ther their own ends. Let the Pope depend 
on Italy, which is sincerely Catholic, and the 
union of the two Powers—the spiritual repre- 
sented by the Papacy and the temporal by the 
King of Rome—and Italy will makea durable 
and strong Government.”’ 


GENERAL FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


An Indignant Feeling Against Col. Hughes- 
Hallett—The Danger of Germany’s Crown 
Prince. 

Lonpon, Sept. 24.— [New York Mail and 
Express Cable. —Col. Hughes-Hallett’s re- 
fusal to prosecute the Pall Mall Gazette for its 
damaging assertions concerning his domestic 
relations has had the effect of alienating 
from him the sympathy of ali his remaining 
friends. It is accepted as a fact that if he 
had not been guilty of the ungentlemanly 
conduct of which he is accused he would 
hasten to clear his name by entering a suit 
for libel against the paper, The Conserva- 
tive Electoral Committee has told him that 
he must either prosecute the. Gazette or 
cease to be a member of Parliament in 
the Conservative interest. The coarse 
and venomous style of attack pursued by 
the Fall Had created a partial sympathy for 
Col. Hughes-Hallett; but this feeling has 
been changed by his refusal to take any 
measures of retaliation which a man of honor 
would hasten to utilize into contempt.which 
people are not slow to express.

Items from the French Capital. 

Paris, Sept. 24.—The official report of the 
recent mobilization severely criticises the 
staff, and especially the commissariat. Gen. 
Ferron, Minister of War, has ordered a mi- 
nute inquiry into the conduct of the branches 
of the service criticised, and it is expected 
that several officers will, as a result, be re- 
moved from their commands as incapable. 

The Cabinet have a second time debated 
the advisability of expelling the French 
Princes from the territory of the Republic. 
It is reported that they are divided on the 
question, and have concluded to allow it to 
remain undecided until President Grévy re- 
turns to Paris. It is apparent that the Princes 
themselves expect to be expelled, for they 
are all busily engaged in preparing for de- 
pat ture.

Economic and “tati«tical Matters. 


The report of the British Post-Office Depart- 
ment for 1486 shows that last year 2.106,100.000 
letters, postal-cards, books, and newspapers were 
carried. This makes an average of sixty postal 
communications for every person in the United 
Kingdom. The number of parcels carried was 
82,800,000, 

The British public does not take kindly to 
the life-insurance or the annuity branches of the 
Post-Office Department. Only 500 life policies 
were registered in 1886, amcunting to £34,188, 
against 457 policies the year preceding. There 
were only eighty-seven annuities contracted for, 
against 103 for 1885. 

The telegraph service has been in the main 
satisfaciory. The greatest complaints come 
from the small towns, where Post masters attend 
very grudgingly to any business offered to them 
— of strictly office hours. The telegraph 
service 1s conducted at present by the Govern- 
ment at a loss, although it has a — meld 
of this branch of business. Its deficit last 
year was £469,840, 

A Berlin paper publishes some statistics 
concerning suicides which have been gathered 
by careful investigation. He says Protestants 
are more given to suicide than Catholics, and 
fair-haired people than dark-haired. During the 

ear 1885 there were 6,088 suicides in Prussia. 
The Coronor’s report for the year 1886 gives the 
number of suicides in Great Britain as 2.222, 
against 1,988 the preceding. The favorit means 
of suicide in Germany is drowning. 


Scientific Brevities. 


Dr. Nekelwich of Poland lately died at the 
age of 109, having a quarter of an hour before his 
death seen and prescribed for a patient.

A correspondent, after picturing 
the simplicity of the life at Balmoral during the 
Queen's stay there, describes one of her regular 
breakfasts. ~Here is a complete list of fare 
served at -breakfast at Balmoral one day last 
week: Scoten porridge, cold rumpsteak pie, hot 
rumpsteak, cold gammon of bacon, boiled eggs, 
Scotch scones, brown bread and butter, honey, 
tea, coffee. and cocoa specially prepared for the 
Queen. The porridge was piaced on a sideboard 
and was served to each guest in blue and white 
china basins. These basins were filled by the 
attendant, as a matter of course, without any 
question as to whether porridge was wanted or 
not. It was required by court etiquet that the 
meal should be begun with this solid foundation, 
and individual tastes of honored visitors had to 
be kept in aveyance. The Queen will not toler- 
ate the smell of game the first thing in the morn- 
ing and only allows it at later meals. 


A short time ago the comic papers of Vi. 
enna were requested to refrain from publishing 
caricatures oi the Sultan. Yesterday a manu- 
facturer of playing cards who does a large trade 
with Turkey received an intimation that if he 
dia not »hanish all Turkish emblems from the 
court cards his goods would not be permitted to 
enter the Ottoman Empire. It appears that the 
king of spades was represented in Turkish cos- 
tume wearing a turban, while a half moon figured 
in the corner. This was evidently intended by the 
maker as a compliment to his Turkish clients.

It is now clear 
that the leading domestic question which 
will be considered is the revision of the arti.

The leaders of the National 
Liberals took the initiative in 1867 in the de- 
bate on the Constitution, the North German 
Confederation proposing the extension of the 
period of the Reichstag. In 1880 the 
question was again discussed, but without 
result. The Government then proposed to 
prolong the Reichstag from three to five 
years, but only obtained uncertain support. 

ow, however, the situation is changed. 
The National Liberals are again an impor. 
tant factor. The Government grou will 
renew the proposal of a five-years’ Fork 
ment, and the Conservatives and Reichspartej 
will support it. Prince Bismarck private} 
prompts and will openly indorse the pro 
which cannot fail to obtain a decisive ma- 
jority. The measure will not, however, pass 
without keen and bitter opposition from the 
Progressists, who foresee in the transition 
from triennial to quinquennial Pariiaments 
the r toward triennial budgets, leavi 
the Government unrestricted in the use o 
the national funds.

The Ship-Canal Project. 

About thirty members of the Chicago del- 
egation to the Peoria Canal Convention met 
yesterday afternoon for the purpose of 
uniting upon some one course of action. 
Messrs. Hurd and Myers spoke in favor of 
asking the convention to decide upon the 
mouth of the Chi River as the location 
of the lake end of the canal, which would 
insure Chicago’s sewage being taken care of. 
Congressmen Adams and Lawler considered 
the scheme for a water-way of such impor- 
tance too broad to be hampered by any such 
local considerations, Mr. Lawler adding that 
if Congress suspected or saw any evidence 
that this canal was to solve Chicago’s sew- 
age problem it would be pretty certain to let 

icago build it herself or go without. Con- 
gress was not making big appropriations now, 
and this scheme would have to have a very 
clean look on its face if it got any Government 
help. This view was sustained by Mr. Winston 
and anumber of other gentlemen. Mr. Gallo- 
way was surprised that the location of the 
eastern end of the canal should be discussea 
at all. By the time the canal would be fin- 
ished it couldn't miss Chicago and enter Lake 
Michigan unless it was steered lor some point 
north of Evanston. They should get the 
canal first, and it would be easy enough for 
the city to build a branch into it. Another 
gentleman thought that inasmuch as every 
convention ever held to consider the subject 
had smelled Chi . sewage a long time be- 
fore it met, and ngress. having already 
smelled it, it would be well for the delega- 
tion to be perfectly frank. Why not say that 
Chicago would pay €15,000,000 to cover the 
entire bill as far as Lockport and invite the 
Government to do the rest? A committee 
consisting of Messrs. R. W. Dunham, C. G. 
Wicker, O. Guthrie, J. B. Brown, F. S. Win- 
ston, John E. Cowles was appointed to 
further canvass the matter and report at the 
same place and hour next Saturday. 

Gov. Alger on the Political Outlook.

Alger 
said he believed the tide of public senti- 
ment was setting so strongly towards 
Blaine that nothing could prevent his 
nomination for the Presidency by the 
Republicans. next year. He thought 
this sentiment was far stronger at the pres- 
ent time than it was six months ago, and it 
appeared to him that it was growing stronger 
every day. In speaking of the situation on 
the Democratic side, and the almost cer- 
tainty of Cleveland’s renomination, he said: 
„We must not depend upon the dissatisfac- 
tion so much talked about in the Democratic 
camp as an element of strength for the Re- 
publican ticket, but get out and work jist as 
hard and earnestiy for the success 
of our party as if the Democrats 
were united and harmonious in every 
voting precinct in the country. The 
folly of attaching any importance to the 
stories about dissatisfaction in the ranks of 
the enemy has been demonstrated too often, 
and never more forcibly than during the 
war. We used to hear a good deal about it 
then, but Z always noticed that when we 
went into battle the Rebels were in front of 
us just the same.“

Sue is a distinguished 
figure in the Vanderbilt-Astor set anyhow, 
tor she is young, pretty, talented, and up to 
all the newest fads. But her winning of the 
brush at a real fox-hunt was a fresh and

The Hampton Club 
of real swelis gave the chase over the Shin- 
necock Hills of Long Island, and, when the 
very exclusive invited participants gathered 
they found that a thousand countrymen were 
already there to see the sight.

IN THE ARCTIC OCEAN. 


Fertility of the Shore of Northern Alaska 
—Ancient Ideas Exploded. 

Letter from Cape Lisburne, north coast of 
Alaska: Inthe Arctic Ocean, without a sign 
of ice; walking the deck in one’s shirt-sleeves 
on account of the warm weather; mining 
coal, and picking flowers when ashore! 
What a string of apparent inconsistencies! 

Who can think of the Arctic Ocean with- 
out allowing his imagination to picture plenty 
of ice, a few scattered walruses, and perhaps 
some a snow-clad shore, and a 
freezing atmosphere! I find it difficult 
not to follow my imagination rather 
than actual knowledge. Yesterday I 
went ashore. We landed under a stee 
cliff, 400 feet high, across the face of whic 
were several veins of coal. At most of these 
were several men digging out a supply to keep 
them warm when the cold weather does come. 
At some veins a good quality is obtained for 
anthracite coal, but what is on the outside 
has lost much of its virtue on account of the 
action of the frost and ice. Euch ship seems 
to consider it a duty to do some mining, for 
good ballast is thus obtained even if the coal 
is not wanted for actual use. Twenty-three 
ships are now at anchor here, some getting 
coal, others water, and the rest waiting to 
see what the others are doing. — 

Going along the edge of the cliff and walk- 
ing around back of it I found a very familiar 
face. There stood a dandelion in full bloom, 
looking as thrifty and edible as though it were 
in a most temperate climate and fertile soil. 
Hearing a familiar sound I looked about and 
there was a festive bumblebee, innocently 
but busily keeping up the reputation of his 
tribe. Segond. as far as the eye could reach, 
were rolling hills, here and there a snow- 
bank in some hollow or ravine, but vegeta- 
tion everywhere struggling hard to assume 
a bit of greenish hue. Around me in great 
profusion were flowers of many sorts. One 
could not walk without stepping on them. 
— prevailing colors were white, blue, and 

ellow. 

N Is it strange that one finds it difficult to be- 
lieve himseif inside the Arctic Circle under 
these circumstances? It seems far more like 
New England, both as to climate and in the 
appearance of the country. But I never saw 
abit of New England seacoast where the 
land looks as fertile as does this northern 
slope of the Alaskan coast at a distance. 
Many a hill in Worcester County or the 
Connecticut Valley would look barren in 
comparison. 

In the last four weeks I have been ashore 
at four different points on this coast, extend- 
ing from a point thirty miles below Port 
Clarence to these mines, and at every one I 
have found the flowers, with but two or 
three individual exceptions, different from 
what were before found, and a few species 
would press our beloved arbutus very hard 
in a contest for delicacy and exquisitness of 
odor.

SOMETHING ABOUT HAVENS FOR SICK 
JACK TARS, 


— 
How the Marine Hospital Service Was Or- 
ganized and How It Has Expanded in 
Importance—Dr, Woodworth of Chicago 
the First Surgeon-General, and the Good 


Werk He Accomplishead—Chicago’s In- 
stitutlon and Its Officers. 


It was a saying of Dr. Johnson’s that no 
man would be a sailor who had contrivance 
enough to get himself into a jail. That was 
only an extravagant way of picturing the 
hardship of a sailor’s life, for one is as much 
confined on a ship as in a jail, has as few 
Conveniences, as poor fare, with the addi- 
tional disadvantage of being: constantly in 
danger. But men do go to sea, ana it is nec- 
essary for the world’s commerce that they 
should, but, being exposed as they are to the 
greatest of hardships and perila, it is only 
right that they shouid be cared for when dis- 
ability or sickness overtakes them. 

The United States Government does this. 
For sailors belonging to the navy there are 
seven naval hospitals at various points 
throughout the United States, and for sailors 
belonging to the merchant. marine service 
there are nineteen regular hospitals and 104 
other stations where medical attendance is 
provided for seamen. 

This country cannot boast of such a mag- 
nificent estadlisnment as England provided 
for her sailors at the famous Greenwich Hos- 
pital, but the provision the Goyernme nt has 
made is now ample, and the disposition of 
Congress towards the men who go down to 
the sea in ships has of late years been gen- 
erous. 

The establishment of marine hospitals goes 
back to 1798, when Congress passed a law im- 
posing a tax of 20 cents a month on seamen 
employed on American vessels in the foreign 
and coasting trades, to be collected from ev- 
ery vessel by the Collectors of Customs. Out 
of this fund the President was authorized to 
provide for the relief and maintenance of 
sick and disabled seamen. This tax of 20 
cents on each sailor was founded on the En- 
glish system, which took a sixpence a month 
out of the sailor’s pay, called the Green- 
wich sixpence.”’ 

In 1799 the act was extended so as to em- 
brace the officers and seamen of the navy 
who continued thereafter to receive the 
benefit of the fund towards which they con- 
tributed in common with the merchant ma- 
rine until 1811, when regular naval hospitals 
were established. 

The first marine hospital in the United 
States was located at Norfolk, Va., ana was 
built in 1800, The second was established at 
Charlestown, opposit Boston, in 1802; but it 
Was not until 1554 that a third one was opened 
at Charleston, S. C. At other seaports the 
Collectors of Customs were empowered to 
provide attendance for sick and disabled sea- 
men; but until 1837 no provision was made by 
Congress for the relief of sailors on the 
lakes and rivers. Before that time those 
engaged in the commerce of the Western 
rivers and lakes endured tremendous 
suffering and hardship. The number who 
perished in the long descending voy- 
ages of the flat-bottomed boats which 
left the upper waters of the Mississippi to 
find a market at New Orleans was very 

t. Nothing was more common than for 
two outof the tive hands which generally 
managed these boats to die; and it sometimes 
happened that the whole crew perished from 
disease, and the boat and its cargo were left 
deserted. The choleraepidemic of 1832 and 
1834 greatly aggravated the evil, un- 
til at last the whole country was 
moved on the subject, and Congress 
was petitioned for additional appropri- 
ations and the enactment of laws pro- 
viding increased facilities for the relief of 
this unfortunate class. Under this pressure 
Congress took action in 1837 and provided for 
hospitals at a number of points on the Missis- 
sippi and Ohio Rivers, but it was not until 
1845 that the building of these hospitals com- 
menced, the first one being established at 
Pittsburg in that year. 

The tirst hospital on the lakes was com- 
menced at Cleveland in 1845, but it was not 
completed and opened fer the admission of 
patients until 1852. 

By an act of Congress Fg mary Aug. 3, 1848, 
the old parade ground of Fort Dearborn in 
Chicago was set apart for a marine hospital, 
and in June, 1849, an appropriation Was made 
for the erection of a hospital building. The 
hospital was completed March 15, 1852, and 
opened fer the reception of seamen in May 
following. During the War of the Rebellion 
many sick soldiers were aiso taken in and 
treated at this hospital. The cost of building 
it was $64,000, and in 1864 it was sold to the 
Michigan Central Railroad Company for 
$132,000—the only case in the United States 
where hospital grounds and buildings were 
sold at a profit to the Government. Some of 
the sales of hospital sites by the Government 
have been almost ludicrous in the insignifi- 
cance of the returns received. A ma- 
rine hospital was built at Galena 
in 1859 costing $48,797. After keepin 
it up for four years and a half, 
much of the time with only one or two pa- 
tients, and often with empty wards, the 
hospital was closed and ali the officers and 
employés discharged. In 1868 the H ar 
was sold for the sum of $6,321, and $1,000 of 
that was never paid. Another hospital was 
built at Burlington, Ia., in 1858 costing $30,000. 
It was sold in 1867 for $6,000. The marine 
hospital at Cincinnati cost the Government 
$182,665, and was sold in 1866 for $70,500. And 
so in many other instances, the Government 
invariably being a heavy loser. 

The act of Congress in 1864 authorizing the 
sale of the hospital at Chicago also provided 
for the purchase of a more eligibie site and 
for the erection thereon of a new hospital 
building. The land was purchased in Lake 
View, five miles north ot the harbor, in 1867 
and the hospital building was commenced 
shortly thereafter. It was completed in 1872 
at a cost of $452,000. Meantime the old hos- 
pital was continued under a lease until the 
great fire swept it away. During its main- 
tenance over 7,000 patients were treated 
there. 

Prior to 1870 physicans in charge of marine 
hospitals were called directors, and were ap- 

inted by the Secretary of the Treasury. 
hey were usually political appointments. 
Early in that year Dr. John M. Woodworth, 
a well-known physician of Chicago, who had 
been connected with one of the medical col- 
leges here, and who had bestowed much study 

on hospital service, went to Washington to 
seek the appointment of director to the new 
hospital. e failed to get this appointment, 
it ing conferred on Dr. Raiph N. Isham, 
but hedid better. He succeeded through 
Gen. Logan in getting Congress to pass a law 
reorganizing the Marine Hospital Service. By 
this law the tax on seamen was increased 
from 20 to 40 cents per month, and provision 
was made for the appointment by the Presi- 
dent of @ Supervising Surgeon of 
the Marine Hospital Service of the 
United States. This was a very salutary law, 
for the service had greatly suffered from the 
lack of proper medical supervision, Many 
abuses had crept in which it was impossible 
to correct without the aid of a supervising 
officer versed in sanitary science and familiar 
with the management of hospitals. 

The abuses were in fact so great, and 80 
much complaint had been made against the 
hospital service by the seamen and by those 


vements were made in Congress to abolis 
the whole system, but finally, instead of abol- 
ishing it, Congress passed the act of 1870, 
and from that time the service has constantly 
improved. 

In April, 1871, Dr. Woodworth was ap. 
pointed Supervising Surgeon-General and 
at once entered upon the work of reor- 
ganization. He prepared careful regulations 
for the use of the surgeons in charge of the 
various hospitals, required daily reports to 
be made, and 44 that all surgeons 
thereafter should be required to pass an ex- 
amination before a medical board in the same 
manner that the army and navy surgeons are 
éxamined. He made many judicious recom- 
mendations to * * some of which were 
acted upon, and when he died, in 187¥, he had 
placed the entire hospital service on as high 
a plane as the medical service in the army 
and navy. Dr. Woodworth was succeeded 
by the present — tn Surgeon-General, 
Dr. John B. Hamilton, who has been highly 
instrumental in effecting still more salutary 
improvements. Early in 1884 Congress 
abolisned the hospital tax, which for eighty- 
five years had been collected by the United 
States from seamen, and substituted as a fund 
to support the service the receipts from the 
duties on tonnage. This has proven to be 
quite ample for the general needs of the 
service, though some special appropriations 
have to be made; but the whole service now 
stands imsuch a high and satisfactory posi- 
tion that Congress is always favorably 
posed to do all that is required for it. 

The Chi Marine Hospital is the finest 
structure of its kind in the country. It cost

storerooms. The wings nave three 
wards, each accommodating twenty patients 
to each ward, but on pressure thirty patients 
could be very easily and comfortably cared 
hospital has a capacity for 180 
a, but 150 are as many as have ever 

n in the hospital at one time. At present 
there are fifty patients under treatment. 
Primarily the marine hospitals are intended 
only for temporary relief and not for those 
who are permanently disabled. The average 
length of time a patient remains is about 
twenty-eight days, though many stay much 
longer, aud there is one yzed sailor who 

been in the hospi for five years; but 
such cases are not common. During the 
shipping season a sailor has to be quite sick 
or badly disabled to go to the hospital at ail, 
being too desirous of making wa while he 
can, but when winter comes the — be- 
comes quite full. A very large number of 
sailors with temporary ailments are treated 
by the surgeon at the® office in the Govern- 
ment Building. About 5,000 are cared for in 
this way every year. Every day an ambu- 
lance comes te the Government Building to 
remove sick sailors to the hospital. 

o gain admission to the hospital an appli- 
cant must present a certificate from the 
master or owũer of a vessel to the effect that 
he isaseaman. When he is admitted he is 
thoroughly bathed and his clothes cleaned 
and every precaution used to prevent the in- 
troduction of vermin into the wards. There 
are six male nurses, one to each ward. They 
are not specially trained to the vocation, but 
the surgeons take some pains to instruct 
them and are careful to see that they have a 
reasonable degree of — and goodness 
vf heart. Between 700 and 800 seamen are 
treated at the hospital every year. Of the 
whole number admitted last year only twen- 
ty-two died. The amgunt expended by the 
Government ee the year was $21,4 

In December, 1 5, Dr. Charles B. Golds- 
borough was appointed surgeon in charge 
at this place, and since that time he has 
done much to improve the condition of the 
hospital. The wails of the wards wereina 
bad condition, saturated with hospital miasm 
to such an extent that there was scarce a 
surgical case that did not become complicated 
with erysipelas. This was owing partly to 
defective ventilation and partly to neglect of 
the walls. Dr. Goldsborough had the walls 
thoroughly scraped, and then painted, and 
he put in additional ventilation, and since 
that time has been troubled with no cases of 
erysipelas. He has also had stand-pipes put 
in, With an abundance of hose ana chemical 
extinguishers, to provide against fire. The 
water of the hospital, obtained from the 
Lake View Water- orks, was also bad; it 
being drawn from near the shore and full of 
Lake View and hospital sewage. Three large 
sewers, two from Lake View and one from 
the hospital, empty into the lake within a 
— of a mile from where the water is 

rawn by the water-works. Lake View 
has a crib, which stands out in the 
lake a mile or more, but as there is no con- 
nection between it and the water-works 
there might as well be no crib. The water 
being so bad, Dr. Goldsborough, after send- 
ing a sample of jt to Washington for analy- 
sis, obtained permission to purchase spring 
water for the use of the hospital, and since 
then has had no trouble fromgickness caused 
by drinking sewage water. og lake water 
has to be filtered even for ordi uses, and 


the doctor has had a large filteref put into 
the hospital for that purpose. . 
The engine, boiler-rooms, and lau are 


in a buildi separate from the hospital. 
The hospital building is heated with steam | 
and lighted with gasoline. : 

The medical staff of the hospital is com- 
posed of Dr. Goldsborough, — in 
charge; Dr. Eugene Wasdin, pas assist- 
ant surgeon; Dr. G. W. Magruder, assistant 
surgeon; and Dr. E. B. Hallet, interne. 

Two stewards, an éngincer, and twenty 
employés comprise the entire working force 
of the service at this point. 

The breakwater at-the hospital, for which 
$10,000 was appropriated at the last session of 
Congress, is about half completed, and will 
require another appropriation to finish 11. 
Among the duties of the surgeons in the ma- 
rine hospital service is the physical exami- 
nation of seamen, and particularly of pilots, as 
to color bundness. This was one of tne addi- 
tions to the service suggested by Dr. Wood- 
worth. and has proved to be of great value 
and protection to the traveling public. 

Last year in the United States 44,000 pa- 
tients were treated in the various Govern- 


ment hospitals dispensaries, ber 
growing —4— after year since Con- 


gress passed tue law of 1870. For many 
years the Surgeon-General has recom- 
mended that Congress a law by 
which the medical sta of the ma- 
rine hospital service shail receive their 
commissions from the President, as is the 
case with the army and navy medical staff. 
As at present constituted they do not receive 
commissions, but are appointed by the Secr3- 
tary of the Treasury. Since 1873 no one has 
been appointed except those who have passed 
a thorough examination, such as is required 
in the army and navy, but hitherto Congress 
has failed to give this regulation the form 
of law. Several times a ldw such as is needed 
has been favorably reported, but has failed of 
passage. At the last session the law passed 
the House, but when it reached the Senate it 
could not be passed unless taken out of its 
turn by unanimous consent. The bill-was in 
charge of one of the Massachusetts Senators, 
who had in some yey crossed Mr. Senator 
Riddleberger. Actordingly, when the Sena- 
tor asked the consent of the Senate for 
the passage of a desirable bill whch 
had neither politics nor money in 
it, Riddleberger objectea, simply because 
a particular Senator asked it. In the marine 
hospital service there are in all forty-six 
surgeons, passed assistants, and assistant 
surgeons, and they have to treat in the course 
ofayear more patientsthan there are men 
altogether inthe army and navy. In the 
navy, where there are 12,000 sailors, there are 
156 surgeons, passed assistant, and assistant 
surgeons, and in the army, which at its maxi- 
mum is composed of 25,000 men, there are 192 
surgeons and assistant surgeons. 

Year after year the merchant marine hos- 
ital service is growing in importance, and 
tshould be placed on a high plane and 

made as adequate in all respects for the needs 
of the country as the other two branches of 
the Government medical service.

On the 
Koop-Kapu in Teheran, the square in the heart 
of the city where executions usually take place, 
a half score of delinquents are often placed on 
the raised platform, surmounted by the pole 
painted a brilliant scariet, gnd in full sight of 
the rabble assembled they have their throats 
cut, their hearts torn out, their ears and noses 
slit, their tongues pulled out, their eyes seared, 
or boiling pitch poured over their naked bodies 
to every y's great delectation except the par- 
ties directly concerned. Along the highways one 
meets, stuck in the ground, short hollow pillars 
with the upper opening closed with gypsum. Each 
of these contains a man—a condemned criminal 
walled up alive. Faint groans may often be 
heard by passers-by, for this mode of death is 
slow and very painful; but nobody thinks it 
worth his while to liberate the poor wretch or to 
terminate his sufferings by a merciful blow.

Pu 
into a stew- twelve onions, one turni 
and a head of cabbage, a quarter of a poun 
of butter, and a quart of white stock; stew 
till tender. Add another quart of stock, pulp 
the vegetables, and boil With the soup for 
haif ao hour, stirring constantly; just before 
serving stur in halfa pint of boiling cream 
and about twenty button onions picked and 
boiled soft in milk ang water. n with 
salt, and thicken, if desired, with rice- flour 
worked with butter. Each of these ingre- 
dients may be ranked high as brain food. 

Dumas the elder was excessively fond of 
onion and cabbage soup, which he made him- 
self. Soup contains the greatest amount of 
nourishment that can be taken with the least 
exertion. The general-utility cook should be 
taught the elements of chemistry. It is 
chemically necessary that the water should 
boil slowly, so that the albumen may not all 
coagulate in the centre of the meat before 
being extracted. A simple dinner should 
Lave the prelude of a simple soup, which, 
however, requires care, patience, and watch- 

ulness rarely bestowed by the cook. Itis a 
slow chemical process, and Nature will not be 
hurried without 3 her revenge. 

Here is a soup of affectionate memory as 
well as use; it is a white soup: Boil a knuckle 
of veal and four calves’ feet in five quarts of 
water, with three onious sliced and a bouquet 
of sweet herbs, four heads of celery cut 
small, a tablespoouful of whole pepper, and 
a small teanspoonful of salt, adding five or 
six large blades of mace.

For preparing a roasted braised turkey, 
peel and wash two onions, one carrot, one 
turnip, cut them in thin slices, also a stalk of 
celery, a few sprigs of B two bay- 
leaves; spread the vegetables on t sheets 
of paper on the table, and pour over them 
two or three tabiespoonfuls of oil; truss the 
turkey the same as for boiling. Cover the 
breast with thin slices of bacon and lay the 
back of the turkey on the vegetables, and 
a few slices of lemon on the breast to 
eep it white; tie the paper round with a 
string, then set it before the fire, or, failing 
that, in the oven; a quantity of fat must be 
— over to moisten the paper aud prevent 
urning. Roast three hours. Capons will 
need two hours, fowls one hour, chickens 
halfan hour. This may be served with an 
sauce or garniture, as oyster sauce, stew 
celery, cauliflower, stewed cucumbers, arti- 
chokes, on a border of mashed potatoes.

numerous criminals who have met tbeir fate 
here, fifty-two in all. 

Meeting Mr. Malicon recently, your corre- 
spondent took occasion to interrogate him as 
to his experience in the hanging business. 

“The first man lever had anything to do 
with,” said he, “was John Childers, who 
was executed Aug. 15, 1873, and, by the way. 
John was the first man ever hung at Fort 
Smith by the United States Court. There 
were probably 500 people present, hang- 
ings in those days being public. Childers 
had many friends in the Indian Territory, 
and the report had reached here that 
an attempt would be made to rescue 
him; hence there were about 100 guards 
and Deputy Marshals stationed around the 
gallows inclosure. A singular incident of 
this execution was that when Childers was 
taken from the jail to the gallows the sun 
was shining beautifully. While the cere- 
monies on the galiows were being heida 
s orm came up, and just as the trap was 
sprung the keenest flash of lightning I ever 
saw rent the air, accompanied by a tremen- 
dous clap of thunder. By the tame the body 
was cut down the storm had spent its fury, 


aud the sun was again shining brightly.” 


Do you keep a record of these executions, 
Mr. Malidon?” 


„O, no. I pay very little attention to crim- 
inal records of any kind and could not even 

ive you the number that have been hung 
— if I did not occasionally see it in print. 

Do you ever have any trouble with the 
Indiuns that are hung, more than with whites 


or negroes 


„As a rule, Indians are less trouble than 


whites, and seldom give their keepers any 
annoyance. They walk out to the gallows 
without a murmur, seldom make any talk, 
and the job is soon over. John Billy, a full- 
blooded Choctaw, who was hung, I think, 
the same year that John Childers was, dis- 
played more feeling than any Indian I ever 
saw, and was so troublesome that it became 
necessary to chain him toa post in a room 
over the court-house. He would beg me to 
shoot him every time I went about him. He 
died e, though, and was defiant and 
stoi Two other Indians were hung at the 
same time that Billy was.“ 

“Isn't hauging a man an extremely irk- 
some and disagreeable duty to verform!“ 

It certainly is not a very pleasant job, but 
I have become sq accustomed to it that it now 
has no effect on me. I have got the business 
down fine, and know just how to prepare a 
noose and how to adjust one to make a com- 
plete and successful job. Of course I feel 
sorry for any man who is so unfortunate as 
to get himseif hung, but at the same time 
think a larger share of my sympathy is due 
the other fellow—the one that has been mur- 
dered.”’ 

Did you ever hang a man that you thought 
might possibly be innocent!“ 

No. I believe every man executed here 
was vj and deserved his punishment, 
Monthy of course, there have been many 
who deserved it m ore than others; but I sel- 
dom make any distinction between murder- 
ers. 

Me How many did you ever hang at one 
time!“ 


“ Six was the largest number ever taken 
out at one time, and they were, with one ex- 
ception, fine-looking young mea—William 
Moore, Dan Evans,. Fooy, William W hil- 
lington, whites; Smaker Mankiller, Chero- 
kee, and Ed Campbell, a negro boy. Moore 
was the first man I ever saw go off mad. He 
gianced over the immense crowd surround- 
ing the gallows defiantly, and when asked if 
he had anything to say, remarked that there 
were worse men than he standing around 
looking on. A striking contrast. to Moore, 
however, was Sam Fooy, whose mother, 
wife, and children were near at hapd, and 
who was well nainted with many who 
had come to see him hanged. During the 
ceremonies on the gaiiows he stood facing the 
crowd with a pleasant smile on his 
face, nodding his head frequently as 
bis eye caught that of some friend. 
When asked if he desired to say anything, 
he glanced around and said in a pleasant 
tone of voice: “Iam as anxious to have this 
thing over with as those who have assembled 
to see it, and therefore will not delay matters 
farewell to all.“ There would have been 
seven to hang this time; but Ed Butler, a ne- 
gro, attempted to escape after receiving sen- 
tence, and was killed by a guard. There 
have been five hung at one time on two dif- 
ferent occasions since this execution. 

Have you ever met with any accidents in 
hanging criminals?’ 

‘“] remember but one occasion where I 
failed to break their necks, and that was in 
the case of a little negro named James Dig 
who turned his head just as I sprung the 
trap and displaced the rope. He died hard, 
strangling to death.“ 

All these condemned men are uneducated, 
rough characters, are they not!“ 

As a general thing they are, many of 
them being Indians and negroes. The nicest 
man I ever pulled a black cap over was Dr. 
Henry Stewart,who was hung in 1879, I think, 
for the murder of Dr. Jones at Caddo, Choc- 
taw Nation. He was a polished gentleman in 
appearance, and well educated. He displayed 
extraordinary nerve all the way through, 
asked no special favors, and complained ut 
nothing. On the gallows he had little to say, 
and was much less nervous than those who 
surrounded him. Bill Elliott, known as Col- 
orado Bill.“ was hung with him, and also dis- 
peeves great courage, saying he had killed 

isman in self-defense, and if it was to do 
over again he would do the same thing. As 
I was adjusting the ropes Elhott said: ‘ For 
God’s sake, boys, break our necks—don’t pun- 
ish us.“

finement than by fear, as he braced up and 
displayed good nerve on the galiows. And, 
by the way, I have seen many commuted to 
life imprisonment who deserved hanging 
W — Brown did.”

The shape 2f autumn wrappings changes 
but little, except that the coats and 
other rments are cut several inches 
longer. raps with turn-under or sling 
sleeves are worn; yet, whatever may be 
their general style or dimensions, nearly 
everything in the shape of a mantle, whether 
very long, short, or forming only a short cape, 
has these sleeves.

Black plush greatly — in appearance, 
dark, moss green, amber, dark red, bronze 
Havana, and golden-brown shades, an 
Gobelin blue are made up into stylish wraps, 
the trimmings being beaded ornaments, 
superb in effect, and silk-cord embroideries, 
like a heavy network of lace, with yokes, V- 

ieces for tne front and back, and coliar- 

ands of the same. Steel and silver em- 
broideries are noted upon wraps made of dark 
biue, green, gray, and black plush. Lastly, 
fur will decorate these garments later, black 
fox and beaver leading in favor. 

The new Shetland tweeds and Irish blar- 
neys or homespuns, woven by hand from un- 
dyed wool, are the best of their kind. Nothing 
can be more comfortable or suitable fora 
traveling autumn dress, and they wear so 
well that their original expense is very soon 
repaid. Every woman who possesses an 
ample wardrobe should assuredly provide 
herself with one of these gowns, while those 
of more limited means will do well to make 
these utility fabrics their choice for general 
uses. English serge 1s also an excel- 
lent and less expensive “stand-by,” and as 
something of the kind is indispensable at this 
season of the year a gold-brown serge is sug- 

sted, or one o. dark blue, if proving more 

ming. 

Stripes and plaids are a marked feature of 
new woolen materials of all qualities, as well 
as of fancy plushes and velvets. They are 
seen in a larger part of the “suitings”’ im- 

rted for entire costumes, and are the favor- 
it designs for fabrics to be combined with 
plain woolens. The Hungarian stripes intro- 
duced in the ‘spring are repeated in richer 
and more varied autumn colorings, and are 
now preferred in larger biocks and stripes. 
These goods come in light weights of camel’s 
hair and twilled wool for the early part of 
the season, and in fine but heavy cloths for 
comfortable winter suits.

They Slave with Their Husbands, but Are 
Not Their Slaves. 

Catharine Cole in the New Orleans Pica- 
yune: The Irish woman of the peasant 
and working classes is in very truth mis- 
tress of her home. That home may be buta 
half-clean scratching on mother earth walled 
in with with stone and roofed with straw or 
seaweed, but there she is queen. She is the 
equal of her husband, slaves with him, but is 
not his slave. She keeps the money and 
does the ruling, and unless her man drinks is 
as fully mistress of her home, her children, of 
her goings and comings as any American 
wife alive. She is not tidy. A long heritage 
of poverty, hard work, and barder living on 
bare floors, with multitudes of children, 
with no kindly teachings, no gentry class 
of parish visitors and patrons to encourage 
tidiness, she docs not know how to 
make the best of her second or third hand 
clothes, of her dirt floor, her black porridge 
pot, of her own sturdy person. Yet she is 
never idle. he toils in the field. She goes 
down t the seasgore and cuts seaweed, for 
which privilege she must pay her landlord so 
much added on to herrent. She carries this 
home on her back in a basket almost as big 
asa barrel. She digs potatoes, binds up the 
wheat, or oats, or hay, and piles turfto dry. 
If their small farm js up in the mountains 
she often descends to the valley and brings 
up basketfuls—back loads—of earth to scat- 
ter over the thin, unfertile soil on the rocks. 
so that she may plant cabbages or potatoes 
upon them. She does this silently, cheer- 
fully, with her husband at her side. Whena 
baby is to come she creeps off at the last mo- 
ment, kissing her crucifix as ske goes, to that 
dark, damp, dingy, little inner hole in her 
windowless hovel, and there, not less foully 
housed than was . the manger, en- 
dures her travail. and often four or five days 
later will find her again bending her patient 
head over the turf in the bleak-bog 
beds. A dress once in six or seven 
years is all she will have when she goes into 
town with her pig to the fair, her load ot 
turf, or her firkin of butter. Her work- 
blackened stumps of fingers are never idle, 
for she knits, knits, knits all the while on 
hae eR and socks to sell at the shops, and 
so add by a six-penny-bit or a three-penny- 
bit to the slender hoarding of money kept 
warm in her bosom for the rent. 

If thereis no turf on her little farm her 
fuel must be bought from some bog owner 
near or from the town. Often she will sell 
the week’s churning from the cow for six- 
pence or ninepence, leanly in her own 
person, putting to shame the shopwomen and 
shopgirisin her nearest town, it is amazing 
that she still lives in an untidy home. She is 
superstitious, deeply religious, and lives, 
she and her busband, but for one thing, and 
that is to save enough money to send one of 
their strong young sons or daughters off to 
America. It has been said, and is probably 
true, that in all Ireland there is not a poor 
family such as these I have written of who 
has not some one off in America who occa- 
sionally helps them on by sending home a 
little money. 

Often in our lonesome walks through this 
beautiful, picturesque, but lonesome country, 
we see old women following over fields where 
the cattle feed, with big sacks on their 
backs, picking up clods of manure, which 
they will take home and dry for fuel. We 
travel mules over this country, through small 
hamiets and villages and among small farms, 
where families live in the conditions of this 
average peasant woman. In the west of Ire- 
land and southwest the income of a farmer 
and his wife, on their little patchin’ of land, 
Will, from all sources, not exceed £50, or $250 
of our money. The rent and the poor rates 
deducted from this leaves but little indeed 
eight or ten 
or more human beings. That they keep 
light-hearted under such struggles, and 
smile at you if you smile at them—that they 
struggle on and even save enough to send 
the bve“ or the girl off to America is a 
miracle of patient thrift and perseverance 
I shall never understand. If their landlord 
or landlady comes their way it is painful to 
watch their behavior. They do not begin at 
him or her about the drain, or the sewer, or 
the well, or the chimney—for they have none 
of these—Flo and I have walked through a 
settlement or village of thatched cottages 
with nota single chimney on the whole 
thirty houses—but they draw up on one side 
and almost go down on their knees, with 
bobbing, and bowing, and pulling their fore- 
locks, ** God-blessing her ladyship for noth- 
ings, and kissing her hand if they get a 
chance, humble, reverential, and polite. Did 
traditions make them do this; old traditions 
and new experiences?

MATTERS OF MUSIC. 


The McCaull Company’s Second Week in 
„ Indiana.” 


The second week of the McCaull company’s 
season at the Chicago Opera-House closed 
last night. Audran’s Indiana,“ which was 
put on to open the engagement, proved such 
an attraction that it has been determined to 
continue it throughout the entire three weeks 
of the company’s sojourn. The present en- 
gagement terminates with next Saturday 
night’s performance, and the next appear- 
ance of the McCaull company here will 
probably occur some time in December, when 
the opera to be produced is most likely to be 
Von Suppé’s * Bellman.” This, according to a 
prominent New York critic, is surprisingly 
bright in melody for the work of a man who 


“ celebrated his professional semi-centenary 
about six years ago.“ Probably the work 
will repeat in Chicago its New York success, 
for it has of late years been noticed that the 
verdict of the two cities is usually 
the same, no matter which is the first 
in point of time to pronounce it. Upon this 
fact alone one might base a strong argument 
in favor of Chicago’s claim to the possession 
of a much wider musical culture than it has 
ever been able justly to boast of in the past. 
The success which “Indiana” has achieved 
here is, it would seem, as largely 
due to the excellent presentation of the 
work as to any inherent qualities of 
either plot or music. The former of- 
fers little that is of real importance, 
the main feature being the amusing compli- 
cations resulting from the masquerading of 
a young lady as a cavalier and the later sup- 
position that when she again assumes the 
rightful garb of her sex she is in reality a 

oung man in disguise. The incidents arising 
rom this erroneous supposition are cleverly 
treated by the librettist and are provocative 
of much amusement. The music is interest- 
ing and melodious, though rarely attaining 
to anv great degree of depth. Let it contains 
many bits, such as the sextet and several of 
the solo numbers, that are by no means lack- 
ing in sensuous beauty. The finale of the 
first act is the shortest of the three, and, it 
would seem, might have been rendered more 
effective by more extensive development. 
Miss Louise PaulAn, who assumes the röle 
of Indiana, possesses a voice that is pleas- 
ant in the medium register, but some- 
what pinched in its upper range. The 
fact is her method of producing 
the upper notes is faulty, and, 
aside from im ing a thinness, sometimes 
jeads to false intonation. With the correc- 
tion of this fault and also the tendency to 
vibrato, she would take a much higher rank 
among light-opera singers. Mr. Cripps has a 
small part, that of the miller's man Peter, 
yet he makes the most of his opportunities for 
action, and it is but simple justice to say that 
there is no member of company who sur- 


passes him in genuimely artistic quality of 
work.

service music of the Jewish synagog, has utilized 
that knowledge with effect, and at least once 
that is to say,in the scene of .the ‘harvest 
home’ at Boaz’s thrashing floor—has borrowed 
an ancient Hebrew melody intact.” 


Messrs. Rietes-Biedermann of Leipzig have 
ust published a new set of Beethoveniana 
rom the posthumous MSS. of the late Gustav 
Nottebohm, the famous music historian. Of the 
merits of Nottebohm for the investigation of 
Beethoven's methods of workmanship our music- 
al readers need not be reminded. The master’s 
sketches for some of his greatest works—notably 
the Eroica’’ symphony, which Nottebohm ar- 
ranged and edited—are a household word among 
musical scholars, and the new volume 
will form a welcome supplement to what 
has gone before. It has deen edited 
by E. Mandyczewski, and Brahms is said to have 
taken an active interest in the preparation of the 
volume, The work throws a curious light on the 
various schemes for important new compositions 
which were cut short by Beethoven's death. 
Among these were apparently several sym- 
phonies and a pianoforte concerto in D, which, 
to judge by the sketches, seems to have been in 
acomparatively advanced state; not, however, 
let us hope, sufficiently advanced for any one to 
attempt its completion from the existing 
materials.—Lendon Musical World,

It requires 
seventy-five Chinese, attired with silk red and 
green and orange leggins, to carry the dragon, 
which is 250 feet long and made of painted paste- 
board and cotton, and held together by an elastic 
bamboo frame. The head is as large as a sprink- 
ling-cart. It has four sets of eyes like locomo- 
tive headlights, and horns like barber-poles.

St. Louis Ready to Warmly Welcome the 
Grand Ar Men. 

St. Lou, Mo., Sept“ 24.—[{Special.]—Next 
week's encampment and the coming visit of the 
President are engrossing public attention here, 
netwithstanding the trouble that developed sev- 
oral months ago. The indications are that the 
encampment will be the largest and most suc- 
cessful ever held by the Grand Army. The Mis- 
souri Colonels will, for the time being, retire. 
They will give the Grand Army full possession, 
but one week after the evacuation, when Presi- 
dent Cleveland puts in an appearance, then the 
Colonels will be on deck shining witn increased 
lustre. Lyon Park, where the 10,000 veterans from 
Illinois will go into camp, is in readiness for 
their reception. Itis one of the prettiest spots 
in the city, overlooking the river at the United 
States Arsenal, and easily reached. The Wiscon- 
sin and Iowa men will camp in Carr Park, which 
is almost in the centre of the city. The Califor- 
nia delegates are expected to arrive late tonight, 
and are accompanied by three cars of fruit and 
wine. Kansas will have Washington Park all to 
itself. This park is in the business centre, and 
but two blocks from the Union Depot.
